INVISIBLE LEAKS THAT COST DOLLARS 
W"* often wonder, especially these hot days, if the average 

druggist ever seriously considers how much money he is 
losing day in and day out from invisible leaks in his business. 
Hot weather causes more of these leaks than cold weather, and 
besides cold weather prevents many of them, hence the thought 
just now. The invisible leaks we refer to here are those caused 
by losses through evaporation of volatile liquids, especially alco- 
hol, which is used in such quantities by the druggist and in so 


many different operations,

funnel is just as sure as if it were visibly leaking in drops. 


do not see the leaking going on because it is invisible, 
but the loss of alcohol from an uncovered can, measure or 
With 
alcohol at its present price it is rather an expensive carelessness 
to leave any alcohol container exposed uncovered even for a 
short time. The large pharmaceutical houses are well aware ot 
this loss of alcohol, and have standing orders that no vessels con- 
taining alcoholic liquids shall be left uncovered longer than is 
absolutely necessary. The distillers say that a workman who 
allows a drop of alcohol a second to escape or be lost costs them 


more than his wages amount to. It seems like a trifling matter, 
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but it,is one of the countless trifling matters that produce suc- 
cess or failure accordingly as they are attended to or neglected 


by the druggist. 


UNIFORMITY IN DRUG LAWS 

‘XPERIENCE with the national and state food and drug 
laws has amply demohstrated the need for uniformity in 
such laws in the various states and for uniformity in the regu- 
lations for their enforcement. The national food and drugs 
act was drawn up along moderate lines, but experience seems 
to have demonstrated that it is not so strong as it seems. In

most of its provisions, however, the act is well 


might well serve as a model for state drug laws. But whether 
these laws are modeled on the federal act or on some model 
act drawn up by those interested in the administration of such 
laws,ethere can be no question but that some concerted effort 
should be made to bring about uniformity in the provisions of 
the laws governing the sale of food and drugs in the several 


states. 


T first thought, it might seem that reform in the direction 

of unifying the drug laws of the various states would be 
as difficult of accomplishment as an effort to reconcile the con- 
flicting and varying laws of domestic relations—marriage and 
divorce—still existing in the several states. Such a much de- 
sired result may, however, be easily obtained if the co-opera- 
tion of the state pharmaceutical legislative committees can be 
had, for these bodies have been, in most instances, responsible 
for the passage of the existing drug laws in their respective 
states and have shown by their past performances that they 
have sufficient influence to amend the existing state laws so as 
to make them conform in every particular to the provisions of 
state law

which may be duplicated by all state legislatures. 
g is scarcely necessary to cnumerate the difficulties with 
which the shippers of drugs and drug preparations are now 
beset in packing and jiabeling their goods intended for sale at 
1etail in the various states. Suffice it to say that any one who 
has ever attempted to ship Paris green, poisoned fly paper, lysol. 
carbolic acid and similar articles into any of the various states 
of the union knows from experience that he must first post him- 
self on the varying state laws in relation to the sale of these 
articles in the states to which they are to be sent. Even then 
it is impossible for the shipper to be certain that his goods are 
properly labeled, as he cannot tell where the goods will ulti- 
mately be sold. 
HE failure to secure uniformity between many of the state 
laws and the national law on drugs is exemplified well in 
the laws of several states, which refuse to’ permit any variations 
from the official standards for drugs set forth in the United 
States Pharmacopeia and National Formulary, although the 
national law permits variations from these standards when the 
strength, quality and purity of the articles are plainly stated 
upon the containers, and in numerous state laws compelling the 
addi-

are compelled to go to great trouble and expense in preparing 
their goods for sale in the states where these variances from 
the national law exist, and, in some instances, it is almost im-

offered for sale in the particular state for which they are in- 
tended, because the wholesalers to which through whom they 
are distributed cannot in every case tell definitely where they 


will eventually be placed in the hands of retailers.

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AMERICAN DRUGGIST AND 
THE NEW HUNGARIAN CURRICULUM 
MOST interesting blending of old-fashioned and modern 


A ideas of professional training are embodied in the new 
Hungarian regulations for the study of pharmacy. Apprentice- 
ship in its old, and certainly in many respects beneficent, form 
is retained, indeed the pharmacist must first obtain permission 
to keep an apprentice. Only as many as there are assistants in 
the business may be employed, and in the absence of this form 
of help only one is permitted. The principal has to see that the 
embryo pharmacists under his care gains during the two years a 
thorough knowledge of practical pharmacy, including work in 
the laboratory; that he studies chemistry and botany, and ac- 
quaints himself with the numerous laws by which the exercise 
of the profession is hedged in, and—this is a modern touch—he 
must initiate him in the mysteries of commercial bookkeeping. 
Woe to the pharmacist whom the inspector finds to have neg- 
lected his charge, for in this case the right to keep an appren- 
tice may be withdrawn. It is also interesting to note that the 
would-be pharmacist must first undergo a medical examination 
at the hands of the district physician, in which special attention 
to his powers of hearing and seeing will be paid. Apprentice- 
ship closes with a preliminary examination, in which the candi- 
date is required to make up a few prescriptions and prepare a 
couple of galenicals, and show a knowledge of practical phar- 
macy, the pharmacopceia, chemistry and botany. The “aspi- 
rant,’ if successful, now obtains the “tirozinal’’ certificate, and 


must yet spend a period of three years as an assistant. 


HE course of study at a university following the period of 
assistantship lasts for two years, and during this time the 
student is required to attend a certain number of lectures and 
do a prescribed amount of practical work in the laboratories. 
It is interesting to note here that, while required to attend lec- 
tures on zoology and mineralogy, on the one hand, on the other 
he has to do a very considerable amount of work in the analysis 
of food stuffs, while hygiene looms large in the programme of 
study. The course at the university terminates with the “Rigo- 
rosum,” as this examination is called. In the practical part the 
candidate will be called upon to perform a qualitative and a 
volumetric analysis, and analyze an official preparation, as well 
as one or more drugs. The results will have to be tendered in 
writing, three hours being allowed for this purpose in each case. 
In the theoretical part he will be examined orally for a quarter 
of an hour in each of the following subjects: Chemistry, phar 


maceutical chemistry, pharmacognosy, hygiene, including the 


analysis of food stuffs, and pharmaceutical legislation. It may 
be mentioned that no examination may be repeated more than 
twice, and the board of examiners determines the time when the 
unsuccessful candidate has to come up again. If successful, he 
obtains his diploma as master of pharmacy and has to take the 
professional oath; but his trials are not yet quite over, as there 
is still half an hour’s oral examination in practical pharmacy to 
go through, which must be passed at the conclusion of the three 
years’ assistantship, for it is possible to spend two years of this 
time before or after study at a university, but the finishing ex- 
amination in practical pharmacy can only be passed a year after 
obtaining the diploma, which only then becomes effective and 
confers upon its holder the full rights of a pharmacist. 


PHARMACEUTICAL RECORD. 





N innovation is the new degree of doctor of pharmacy. 


To 
obtain this honor, a master of pharmacy must continue his 


university studies for another two years, and during this time 
prepare a thesis on some subject taken from pharmaceutical 
chemistry or hygiene, including the domains of bacteriology and 
food stuff analysis. This thesis must be printed, and 100 copies 
given to the dean of the faculty of the university at which the 
degree is to be conferred. The exxamination itself consists in 
half an hour’s questioning on the subject of the thesis, and an- 
other half an hour devoted to the two secondary subjects chosen by 
the candidate. American pharmacists who criticise the graduate 
prerequisite requirement will see from this that we are much less 


exacting than is Hungary. 


WHY DRUGGISTS FAIL 


NE of the most insidious and most frequent causes of fail- 

ure in the retail] drug trade is the accumulation of dead 

stock and the consequent loss of working capital tied up in it. 
There are many ways of piling up dead stock, but one way of 
doing it was forcibly called to mind by a case where the drug- 
gist himself was unconsciously making dead stock out of per- 
fectly seasonable goods. And we venture to say that hundreds 
of druggists all over the land are doing the same thing without 
the slightest idea that they are actually throwing away good 


money. 


HE particular way of making dead stock that we call atten- 
tion to was illustrated in a Brooklyn drug store the other 

day. The store had an unusually attractive window display of 
violet toilet ammonia, nicely colored a pale green, with excellent 
contrasting labels, and the bottles neatly capped and wrapped. 
As a product of the store itself it was very creditable, but the 
hot morning sun was pouring down on the display with the full 


intensity of an August day. 


HE window display must have been recently set up, but al- 
ready there were signs of the deadly work of the sunlight 

in fading colors of liquid and labels. We wondered if that drug- 
gist realized that the cost of his neglect to lower the window 
shade sufficiently to shade his display would probably be a 
goodly proportion of his stock there, from its certain deteriora- 
tion. It, is hard enough to keep violet ammonia clear and bright 
and of a good green color even with the greatest care, and there 
is hardly any color more affected by sunlight than the greens 
There is not the least doubt but that the 
reason why much of the violet ammonia that is bright and clear 


when first made and later shows a muddy sediment and loss ot 


used for toilet goods. 


color and brightness is that it has been too freely exposed to 
sunlight. 


HE query columns of the pharmaceutical press are full of 
questions why certain toilet preparations have lost color, 
become cloudy or turbid, deposited a sediment, etc., and much 
valuable time, space and labor have been given up to devising 
formulas for preparations that will be permanent. Our advice 
is: Get a good formula, make the preparation right, and—keep 
the sunlight from spoiling it. If planning a window display of 
delicately tinted toilet preparations, be sure to include some 
method for protecting them from direct sunlight. Then they 


will stay salable. 
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Prescriptions Old and New 


The Oldest Prescription in the World—Engraved on Stone, How Was It Filed ?>—Modern 
Methods in Olden Times—Expensive Drugs for the Wealthy, Cheap Drugs for the 
Poor—Galen’s Views on Tuberculosis in Accord with Those Now Held

| SUPPOSE that in any account of prescriptions old and 

new it is well to begin at the beginning. We have what is 
very probably one of the oldest prescriptions in the world here 
in New York. It is at the Metropolitan Museum in the Egyp- 
tological department. It happened that some three years ago 
Mr. Max Miiller, who is well known for his researches in 
Egyptology, was going over some of the smaller objects among 
the curiosities at our museum when he discovered that one of 
the small stones with an inscription on it was a prescription, the 
date of which was probably 
not far distant from that of 
the Ebers papyrus. He pub- 
lished a description of it in the 
Recueil de travaux archéolo- 
giques, the journal where 
people who are interested in 
that sort of thing would be 
likely to see it. Recently, Pro- 
fessor Von Oefele, very prob- 
ably the best known of our 
medical authorities, in this 
generation, on old time medi- 
cal history, and whose work 
both on Egyptian medicine and 
especially in cuneiform medical 
literature has given him a 
place in the front rank of 
medical historians, called my 
attention to it, and I published 
a little description of it in an 
editorial in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

Photographs of the two 
sides of the stone are here 
presented. They are the ex- 
act size of the stone itself, 
which is roughly three by 
four inches in dimensions. On 
one side the inscription runs 
lengthwise on the stone, but 
on the reverse it runs crosswise. The writer was apparently 
not so careful to keep his lines parallel with the edge of the 
stone on the back. The museum authorities in photographing 
it have made both sides run apparently the same way. The, 
Egyptian writer, however, turned the stone over, somewhat as’ 
many ladies do in their correspondence, and wrote in a direction 
at right angles to the previous writing. It is rather interesting 
to find so old an example of this style of writing on the re- 
verse page, for it is sometimes considered, I understand, to 
be one of the very latest things in fashionable correspondence. 
The writing was evidently done with a brush; pens with a nib 
as we have them were not invented until about a century before

Christ. The material used for ink must have been some very 
pure form of carbon, for, as you can see even from the photo- 
graph, the marks made are still very clear and are obliterated 
only near the edges of the stone. The stone itself is in very 
good preservation. Some fragmentation near the edges there 
has been, but that is no more than would be expected after 3,500 
years, for the inscription is probably very nearly if not quite 
that old. 

The writing itself is the old cursive or hieratic writing 
which had developed among 
the Egyptians, after hiero- 
glyphic writing had long been 
in use, in order to make con- 
tinuous writing comparatively 
easy. The contents of the 
prescription is interesting from 
many standpoints and while 
very old has many reminders 
of what is modern. First, as 
Professor Von Oefele informs 
me, many abbreviations ordi- 
narily employed in prescrip- 
tion writing at that time do 
not occur in this, apparently 
because it was a copy of the 
prescription made to be carried 
a long distance and the abbre- 
viations were written out. 
This is what the druggist does 
in the modern time very often 
when a copy of a prescription 
is asked of him, for he wants 
to be sure that there will be 
no misunderstanding. The 
prescription is for a remedy 
that was to be used for a 
fumigation, Fumigations were 
very commonly employed in 
the old time and for many af- 
fections. It always makes a 
very impressive way of administering a remedy. Apparently 
this was meant for a woman patient and one form of precious 
green stone was prescribed which was to be ground up and then, 
by means of some inflammable material, made to burn with the 
production of smoke which was supposed at least to produce the 
medicinal effect upon the patient. 

The ailment for which this was to be administered was 
probably one of the functional nervous diseases or so called 
hysterias. The old Egyptians spoke of two forms of disloca- 
tion of the uterus. The one was downward and is our fa- 
miliar prolapse of the uterus. The other was upward and the 
principal symptom of it was the ball in the throat. Not that 
the Egyptians thought that the uterus was dislocated into the 
throat, but that in its dislocation upward from the pelvis it 
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crowded other organs and so produced the familiar sensation in 
the throat. We may be a little amused at this bit of pathology 
and ztiology, but we must not forget that our very word hys- 
teria, derived from the Greek word for uterus, indicates that 
for many centuries down even to our time most of the hys- 
terical manifestations were supposed to be connected in some 
way with the uterus or at least to have their origin in some af- 
fection of the genital organs of women. For this hysterical 
manifestation, attributed to dislocation of the uterus, the Egyp- 
tians used fumigations with excellent success. Precious stones 
were a common ingredient of the prescription. Green precious 
stones for some reason not well understood now were consid- 
ered to be almost a specific for these functional neurotic symp- 
toms as we think of them, but, as they thought, symptoms con- 
nected with the dislocation of the uterus. 

Three different kinds of green precious stones were used, ac- 
cording to Professor Oefele. For the wealthy an expensive 
green stone, probably our sapphire; for the middle class a less 
precious stone, probably some form of chrysophase; for the poor 
ordinary malachite. After all, even down to our own time, the 
neurotic symptoms of the wealthy can seldom be cured by the 
remedies that seem to do other people good and we have to 
use those that have a spe- 
cial appeal for some rea- 
son, and, above all, that are 
more costly than the com- 
monplace drug materials 
which suffice to cure the 
ordinary common people. 
Humanity has not changed 
much in all these thirty-five 
hundred years since the 
prescription was written. 

Lest this use of green 
stones might indicate a 
paucity of therapeutic ma- 
terials, or a_ restricted re- 
medial armamentarium, it 
may be as well to remind 
you that at the time when 
this prescription was writ- 
ten the Ebers papyrus rep- 
resented the principal text- 
book of medicine and, 
above all, therapeutics 
among the Egyptians. In 
that papyrus there are al- 
together some seven hun- 
dred different substances mentioned to be employed as remedies. 
There were materials drawn from the animal, the vegetable, 
and the mineral kingdoms, and quite as diverse as our own 
pharmacopeia. The diseases for which they were employed 
were also as various as our own and every class of drugs of the 
modern time was represented. They had not less than forty 
different classes of drugs and administered them in every form 
that we do at the present time, laying great stress even on ele- 
gant prescribing. 

It so happened that, while looking up some curiosities of pre- 
scription writing in the interval between this earliest one in 
Egypt and our own time, I came across a paragraph in Fried- 
lander’s Roman Life and Manners that is of interest in this 
matter. It runs as follows: 

“As the opinion obtained that the dearest stuffs were the 
most efficacious, and the rich, therefore, would have nothing 
cheap, his apothecary’s business was extremely profitable to the 
practitioner. Our rich man, whose slave Galen had cured of 
a dangerous tumor, asked for the recipe, saw that its ingredients 
were cheap, and demanded something ‘not fit for the beggars.’ 
Galen taught him a more expensive one, and he then experi- 
mented on free men and slaves, and acknowledged his indebted-

ness to Galen for his great success. Of the two kinds of storax 
Galen recommended the commoner and cheaper as a rule, and 
the rarer for emperors and the plutocrats of medicine.” 

it is sometimes the custom to think that the physicians of 
olden time prescribed only drugs of various kinds and did not 
give many directions as to the way people should live and their 
diet, food and habits as regards air and exercise. These are 
supposed to be developments of modern time. Nothing could 
well be less true than this. The prescriptions, of the Greeks 
particularly, often concern much more the natural means of cure 
than the pharmaceutical remedies. Galen is often thought of, 
because he lived at Rome, rather as a Roman than a Greek. 
He was the last, however, of the great Greek physicians, and 
his works were all written in Greek. While there is no com- 
plete edition in a modern Janguage there are excellent Latin 
translations. Galen’s discussion of the treatment of tubercu- 
losis is the best example that I can give of prescribing apart 
from drugs in the olden time. He insisted that these patients 
needed, above all, air and nutrition. They should practically 
live in the air. It was extremely important that they should 
not take exercise while suffering from the worst forms of the 
He thought that milk and eggs were the best kinds of 
nutriment for them. Ap- 
parently he did not think 
much of the drug _ treat- 
ment of the disease. 

All this is so modern 
that it would seem almost 
impossible. My own read- 
ing of Galen was not very 
extensive, though I had 
come across some passages 
that indicated this state of 
mind on his part, but my

brother in Philadelphia, 
who has made special 
studies in Galen, even to 


the extent of going to Per- 
gamos to visit his birth- 
place and who, because of 
special interest in tubercu- 
losis, has looked up every 
reference to phthisis in 
Galen’s works, tells me that 
there is no doubt that this 
was Galen’s opinion in the 
maturity of his powers. 
The great Greek physician 
complained that many tuberculous patients were deceived by 
people who recommended cures of various kinds to them and 
who disturbed their digestion by many forms of remedies that 
did not do any good. He says that very clearly the reason why 
these recomendations were made was that the physicians wanted 
to make money out of the patient. His discussion of the ques- 
tion indeed reveals the state of affairs at Rome so similar to 
that with which we are familiar at the present time as to be 
quite startling to most people. Personally, I have got over 
being startled by similarities in human nature down the ages. 
The more I know about history the more do I realize that 
whenever men have faced certain problems that are always re- 
curring in the history of humanity they have solved them in 
ahout the same way and with the same abuses, whether in Egypt 
6,000 years ago, or in Greece 2,500, or in Rome 2,000 years ago, 
or in our own time, or even in the Middle Ages. 

Galen's prescriptions are always interesting, especially so 
because for about fifteen centuries they constituted the model 
after which most prescriptions were written. Something about 
him and his work I know, but I am indebted to my brother for 
some typical prescriptions. We are often curious to know how 
the ancients treated pain. Here is Galen’s favorite prescrip- 
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and it is so compounded that it can be used either in- 


tion, 
ternally or locally. It must have been rather efficient. 
It was meant not only for soothing pain, but also for induc- 


ing sleep and banishing various troubles. He assures us that 
it cured diseases of the stomach in a perfectly wonderful fash- 
ion, like disagreeable belchings, indigestions, gastric distress of 
various kinds, and bloating. For pains in the head it might be taken 
as a drink, or applied externally, diluted with vinegar. It might 
be used as a pastille diluted with pellitory juice for pains in 
the eye or watery eyes. It might be beaten and put in the 
cavity of an aching tooth. Diluted with sweet wine and made 
lukewarm it might be used as a gargle in amygdalitis. Dis- 
solved in myrtle wine it might be used for every kind of 
hemorrhage, in Therean, Scybelitan, or new wine, for old and 
recent‘ coughs. Dissolved in horehound juice it was good in 
phthisis. Dissolved in the juice of the bloodwort (Sanguinaria) 
it was good for hemoptysis, dysentery, cholera, and, in liquor 
of rue, for snake bite. Taken two hours before an attack in 
three ounces of diluted wine it relieved intermittent fever. Di- 
luted with the liquor of mugwort (artemisia) it acted as an 
emmenagogue. Dissolved in honey wine it was good for blad- 
der trouble. Diluted with liquor of bitterwort (Gentiana) it 
was good for arthritis and gout,

The opium is dissolved in odorous wine, pounded dry, 
ground, sifted, mixed with the other ingredients and pressed 
into pastilles of a half a drachm each, which are then dried in 
the shade. 

We are likely to think that sedative gum for aching teeth 
is a comparatively recent remedy. Here it is, however, in 
Galen’s time. As a gargle for amygdalitis this probably was 
quite efficient. I am not sure, however, that I should consider it 
of benefit in all the many affections for which Galen recom- 
mended it. Doubtless, it might relieve a good deal of the 
tenesmus of bladder trouble and, perhaps, relieve the pains 
of gout and of arthritis under which name Galen meant our 
rheumatic conditions. He had a much better name than 
had. It is probable, too, that even most of our vaunted reme- 
dies for these affections, though we use them as specifics, do 
little more than relieve pain. The whole coal tar group is 
probably only anodyne and has very little effect on tissue con- 
ditions.

There is another formula of Galen’s recommended for a num- 
ber of painful conditions. It is the eclegma nectareum for those 
suffering with colic, pleurisy, and menstrual troubles.

Beat dry and sift through a rather coarse sieve, boil with 
wine until a third part remains, add more sweet wine, and again 
boil. Stir with branches of rue, supported by a rod of willow 
and bound with the bark of the willow. It should be stirred 
alternately with two rods, one containing old dry branches, the 
other recent branches. After the liquid has boiled twice, add 
honey, again boil, and strain through a bag. Give two drachms 
before and after meals. 

Are we inclined to think that such recommendations for 
many different forms of ailment are old fashioned, or, at least, 
that we do not make such recommendations in the modern 
time? In order to be sure about this, however, I took down a 
recent edition of Potter’s Handbook of Materia Medica, Phar- 
macy, and Therapeutics. I opened at the word Aurum by 
chance and found this: 
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“These salts of gold, administered in smali medicinal doses, 
increase the appetite and the digestive power and stimulate the 
functional activity of the secreting organs, especially the skin 
and kidneys. They also stimulate the generative apparatus, 
causing diaphoresis, diuresis, and exciting the menstrual flow 
in women and the sexual appetite in men. The observations of 
several competent physicians have established the power of these 
salts to excite the vascular and muscular systems and to pro- 
duce fever, to increase the urine and the sweat, to cause saliva- 
tion without stomatitis, a sense of heat in the stomach, head- 
ache and diarrhoea, to: promote menstruation, excite the geni- 
talia, and profoundly affect the nervous system.” 


One of Galen’s prescriptions for consumption is rather inter- 
esting at the present time, owing to circumstances. He sug- 
gests the taking of as much powdered yellow arsenic as you put 
salt on an egg, several times a day. It is a rather indefinite 
dose, and yet a rather ingenious method of dividing a poison 
without much trouble or danger. In recent years, we have used 
the cacodylates rather abundantly for phthisis—otherwise we 
might possibly think that this was a very foolish prescription of 
Galen’s. There is nothing like finding that we are doing some- 
thng just like one of the old medical authorities to make us 
realize that very probably the old medical authority was not so 
unreasonable after all. Considering the present use of salvarsan 
as a remedy for syphilis, another of the chronic infectious 
granulomata, this prescription is all the more interesting. 

Galen mentions the fact that the dried lung of a stag, ground 
into powder, given three teaspoonfuls in three ounces of honey 
and repeated every few days, will benefit the patient. I believe 
that a few years ago we were also giving pulmonin or some form 
of extract of lung for various pulmonary diseases. It is inter- 
esting to realize that Galen’s contemporary who advised this 
particular form of opotherapy selected as the source of his 
pulmonary tissue that was to be curative, that of the stag, whose 
powers of tunning, and “wind” as the hunter would say, would 
produce a very suggestive influence upon the patient, who could 
scarcely help but think that he was absorbing some of that 
animal’s respiratory faculty and pulmonary tissue for his own 
benefit in the course of taking the remedy. 

Occasionally, a prescription seems quite absurd; for instance, 
that “the skin of the hippopotamus burned and then soaked in 
water, if it is applied to the body destroys tubercles just as the 
skin of the viper when dusted on bald spots wonderfully re- 
produces the hair.” In many of these recommendations Galen 
is only repeating what he has heard from others, but has not 
been able to test by his own experience, yet does not wish to 
condemn and hopes that perhaps his mention of them may lead 
to some proper testing. It is just the principle on which many 
books of therapeutics of ntodern times are constructed. Turn 
over your Potter, or your Bartholow, or your Wood and you 
will soon recognize it. Herodotus wrote history that way. He 
is probably the greatest of historians. He tells the most absurd 
stories, but he always cites them from someone else. What 
he says on his own authority has alway$ proved to be absolutely 
true, though many intervening generations have doubted him and 
Voltaire spoke of him as not the father of history, but the father 
of lies. Voltaire was wrong, not Herodotus. 

Galen sometimes cites prescriptions from others, and one 
of these, because it represents the cough medicines that we have 
had during all the centuries since, at least to a great extent, I 
quote. Horehound, honey, wine, pitch, with a little saffrom, ° 
myrrh, and frankincense and a little white pepper and some 
juice of the house leek complete the formula. It is known as 
the prescription of Scribonius Largus for cough, phthisis, etc.

MIL VERSUS Cc

iy the “preliminary notices” in U. S. P. VII (1890), p. xliv, 
and also in the “introductory notices” in U. S. P. VIII 
(1900), p. liv, under the units of the metric system, we find the 
following : 


Measures of Capacity 


“The liter is equal to 10 deciliter's, or to 100 centiliters, or to 
1,000 milliliters. The terms milliliter, centiliter and deciliter are 
rarely used; but the term cubic centimeter is generally employed 
to designate the one-thousandth part of a liter. The term cubic 
centimeter, whenever referred to in this Pharmacopceia, is 
accordingly to be understood as synonymous with the term milli- 
liter, and, when abbreviated, it is written Cc.” 

The metric system, especially through the efforts of Talley- 
rand, was legalized in France as early as August 1, 1793, and 
since 1866 has been the lawful system of weight and measure in 
the United States, and has been used in the medical department 
of the army and the navy and the marine hospital service. ‘he 
metric system was Officially adopted in the Pharmacopceia Ger- 
manica I in 1872 and also in the seventh decennial revision of 
the U. S. P., 1800, after the U. S. P. of 1880 had paved the way 
by parts by weight, and had thus established the idea of the 
decimal ratio. It is well known that an innovation of this kind 
makes slow progress, and now, after being official in the Phar- 
macopoeia for about two decades, the younger generation ot 
pharmacists are just getting used to the metric system and such 
terms as milligrammes and cubic centimeters. 

But a new prophet comes along on the other side of the 
Atlantic Ocean and semi-officializes the term milliliter in place 
of cubic centimeter, which our U. S. P. has so wisely preferred. 
I refer to the “British Pharmaceutical Codex,” published by the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, the first edition appear- 
ing in 1907. Fortunately, however, the term milliliter, or, rather, 
its still more confusing abbreviation, mil., is not used in the 
formulas of the book, but only in the doses. 

I quote the following from the preface of the British Pharma- 
ceutical Codex: “In order to avoid risk of error, the practice 
followed in stating doses in the metric system has been to denote 
any decimal part of a gramme by its proper denomination—deci- 
gramme, centigramme, or milligramme, as the case may be; simi- 
larly, doses of liquid medicines are stated as so many mils, deci- 
mils, or centimils, in preference to expressing the quantities in 
cubic centimeters and fractions thereof. The use of the words 
‘mil,’ ‘decimil’ and ‘centimil’ has been resorted to as a means of 
overcoming a difficulty which seemed likely to retard the much 
to be desired adoption of the metric system by prescribers. The 
custom of measuring liquids, which tends to accuracy, besides 
saving time in practice, renders it imperative that there should 
be convenient short names for small metric measures of capacity, 
and the adoption of the new terms may be regarded as com- 
pleting the metric system, which has hitherto required the addi- 
tion of conveniently named small measures of capacity corre- 
sponding in volume to the cubic centimeter and fractional parts 
of that measure, for use in countries where liquids are measured 
rather than weighed. Apart from the use of the new terms in 
stating doses it will be found that the term ‘mil’ is used through- 
out the work, as representing the one-thousandth part of a liter, 
instead of the less accurate ‘cubic centimeter’ or its abbreviation 
‘Ce.,’ the use of which is often open to criticism.” 

I, as one, must certainly take exception to the statement in 
the British Pharmaceutical Codex that a cubic centimeter is less 
accurate than a mil. To the contrary, in my opinion, a cubic 
centimeter is a definite measure which is used throughout the 
civilized world, while mil is only a newly coined abbreviation 
suggesting a measure, which is merely used only by some phar- 
macists, or, rather, journalists, in Great Britain. I might also 
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mention that the use of the term mil has so far not extended to 
the Continent, and I doubt very much that it will replace the 
cubic centimeter, which on the other side is generally abbre- 
viated as ccm. or cm’. 

The British Pharmaceutical Codex furthermore states that 
“The use of the words mil, decimil and centimil has been 
resorted to as a means of overcoming a difficulty which seemed 
likely to retard the much to be desired adoption of the metric 
system by prescribers.’”’ While this object is a laudable one and 
while physicians should be made acquainted with the metric 
system, such education must, however, be acquired in their 
student days. It is the duty of the medical colleges to teach this 
system, and then the embryo physician will understand the 
meaning of Cc. just as well, if not beter, than of mil. The med- 
ical colleges in the United States might also take this hint, as 
there is at least one in New York City which does not teach 
doses in the metric system. I leave it to the judgment of the 
readers if the statement in the British Pharmaceutical Codex that 
the dose of liquor calcis is from 30 to 120 “mils” has any advan- 
tage at all over 30 to 120 Cc. And the repeatedly stated dose of 
10 decimils is a decided disadvantage over 1 Cc. 

The question whether to adopt the word mil in place of Cc. 
in the forthcoming edition of the National Formulary has been 
thoroughly discussed by the members of the Committee of Re- 
vision and it was decided that the term mil is not a desirable 
substitute for the abbreviation Cc. in the National Formulary. 

Among some of the arguments offered in favor of mil I might 
mention that it has the advantage of lending itself to further 
subdivision of quantity. While this is true in some respects, 1 
believe that this, on the other hand, would give rise to more 
misunderstandings, especially in the minds of the pharmaceutical 
and medical students. 

Which term is the one to be preferred? 


4 to 3 decimils or 0.05—0.3 Cc. 


15 centimils or 0.15 Ce. 
3 to 6 centimils or 0.03—0.06 Cc. 


So far only one pharmaceutical journal in the United States 
has been trying to popularize the term mil by printing it in 
parentheses after the letters Cc., and the editor of that journal 
hopes that in time he can drop the Cc. and the parentheses, 
allowing the word mil to stand alone. But very frequently in- 
deed do I notice in the “query columns” of different drug jour- 
nals the question “what is a mil?” And teachers in pharmaceu- 
tical colleges are asked the same question by their students. 

In our childhood we were taught that a “mill” is the equiva- 
lent of one-tenth of a cent. As this is a matter of general 
knowledge in the United States we certainly do not want another 
mil which is an abbreviation for millimeter, which is a measure 
and not a coin. 

The term mil can very easily be mistaken for the well known 
milligramme, as has already been done and as has been pointed 
out in this and the previous numbers of the American Druccist. 
That such misunderstanding would have a serious effect on the 
resulting remedy from such a prescription, or on the test from 
such a formula, can readily be seen. Above all, we must not 
create any more confusion by similarity in pharmaceutical no- 
menclature. And such confusion and misunderstanding will 
result very easily from the adoption of the new term mil in 
place of Cc., which already has a world wide use. 





Quantitative Test for Uric Acid in the Blood —Kowarsky 
(Deutsche Med. Wochenschr., June 15, I911) has so modified 
the muroxide test for uric acid that it can be applied for the 
determination of this substance in but 10 Cc. of blood. ‘Lhe uric 
acid is precipitated by ammonium chloride, concentrated by cen- 
trifugating, and then crystallized out by treating the sediment 
with a few drops of hydrochloric acid. It is identified by the 
muroxide test, which consists in treating it with nitric acid, evap- 
orating to dryness and adding ammonia water, when a purple 
color will be developed.

66 LONE today, Mr. Becker? Where is your clerk?” 

“His mother is ill, and he asked if I would let him 
off for the day. I have not been very busy, so have not been 
overworked,” said the druggist. 

Herman Becker was ah old German druggist having a store 
on the lower west side. He had sold drugs and made up pre- 
scriptions in that store for thirty years. His store and even he 
himself had often been called a “landmark.” 

Old Becker had seen many changes in the neighborhood. 
With all the change, however, he had kept the trust and good 
will of all who knew him, both old and young, 

Children loved to go to his store, for they were sure to re- 
ceive a handful of candy with every purchase, even if it was 
only a stamp or a postal card. At Christmas time, Becker 
always remembered his regular customers with a box of soap 
or a bottle of cologne. There were also small bottles for the 
children. 

He was always ready to give advice free, even if he made 
no sale. Children falling in the street or hurting themselves at 
play ran to him to be “patched up,” as they said. 

As Becker grew older his business increased; for, besides 
new customers, many of his old ones came back to him, in spite 
of the fact that they had moved some distance away. They had 
perfect faith in him, and believed he sold better drugs, etc. He 
now had to employ a clerk to help him. His own son was too 
young, though he intended the boy should take the store from 
him some day. 

Mr. Holmes was one of Becker's oldest customers. It was 
his habit to stop in and see the old druggist, whenever he was 
in the neighborhood. While the two were talking over old 
times, a child came in with a prescription to be filled. Mr. 
Holmes continued talking, but Becker interrupted him. 

“Just keep still for a while, won’t you?” said he, “I always 
make it a rule never to talk while putting up prescriptions. My 
father lived by that rule, and I have tried to keep it, too. One 
can never be too careful with medicines, and you can easily 
make a mistake if you talk about other things. Filling pre- 
scriptions is very different work from giving out cough drops, 
cigars or plasters. Your whole attention must be on what you 
are doing. Take the paper and read until I have finished.” 

“Go ahead, don’t mind me,” said Mr, Holmes. “Everyone ac- 
cording to his own ideas. I'll wait till you are through.” 

In half an hour the medicine was ready, and Becker gave it 
to the child with the usual handful of candy. Before wrapping 
it up, however, he held it to the light and looked at the color. 

Mr. Holmes laughed at him. “One wouid think you were 
just starting in the drug trade,’ said he. “Are you satisfied 
everything is all right? Do you suppose every druggist is as 
careful as you? Or do they get hardened, and fill the bottles 
mechanically with the various colored medicines they manage to 
put up?” 

“No you never get hardened like that,” said the druggist, “it 
is too risky work. And all druggists are as careful as I. The 
people trust us, you see, and what makes the responsibility 


greater is the fact that it is the helpless folks who trust us. 
Think of a person absolutely unable to help himself, taking with- 
out a murmur or struggle the stuff which we put up. We have 
to be very careful.” 

About an hour later, the telephone rang. It was the doctor 
who had written the prescription Becker had filled for the child. 
He asked if it had been filled properly, as the patient was seized 
with convulsions shortly after taking the medicine. As he had 
only the one prescription that afternoon, old Becker remembered 
exactly what drugs he had used. He answered that he had fol- 
lowed the directions exactly and made no mistake. He laughed 
to himself as he thought what Holmes would say if he was in 
the store now. “This would just prove what we had been talk- 
ing about,” thought the old man, “one can never be too careful.” 

Though He was sure he had made no blunder, nevertheless 
Becker was worried. Never had anything like this happened 
before. He had the name of being very careful. Every one 
trusted him. His filling of prescriptions had never been ques- 
tioned. 

Could he by any possible chance have made a mistake, and 
would the sick man get well? He put such thoughts from him. 
He had made no mistake. He picked up a newspaper and tried 
to read. He could not. He then attempted to fix some bottles 
on the shelves. Two fell from his hands and broke. He found 
he was placing the poisonous drugs on the wrong shelf, 

The sick room was before his eyes; he could think of nothing 
else. If only some one would come in to whom he could talk. 
Why had Holmes left so soon? 

The telephone rang agaiif' The doctor’s voice was heard. 
The patient was unconscious. The doctor asked Becker to re- 
read the prescription and see if he had followed directions. 
“You must have made some mistake,” he added. 

Becker again replied he had made no mistake. 
rang off. ‘ 

The old druggist now read the directions again and again. 
He knew them by heart.. He could not rest. He took up the 
measuring glasses he had used. Though he had washed them, 
and put them back in their places, in his mind he could see 
just how much of each fluid he had used. He would fill the pre- 
scription over again to be sure. 

He did. Yes, he was right. He had made no mistake, ‘The 
amount was just as he had remembered. The color of the 
medicine was the same. He filled a two ounce bottle. The 
medicine stopped just half way up the neck of the bottle. He 
remembered the original bottle was just as full. The poor old 
man brightened up considerably. He was certain now he was 
not to blame. 

Suddenly another thought struck him. Had he given the 
child the wrong bottle by mistake? He hurriedly looked around. 
No, everything was as it should be. No bottle was missing 
from its place. The thought clung to him, however; perhaps 
one of the bottles he had broken contained the medicine and he 
had given the child the wrong bottle. 

Quickly the old man went to the box where he had thrown

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the broken bottles. Eagerly he picked up the pieces. One con- 
tained a few drops of liquid. It was red. He smelled and 
tasted it.. It was plain ginger. Part of the other bottle smelled 
of camphor. He had made no mistake. 

However he was nervous and unstrung. If only his clerk 
was there, or if a customer would come in—any one to whom 
he could talk and relieve his mind. 

A little girl came in for some stamps. He couldn't talk to a 
child. He gave her the stamps, but he was so worried, he 
forgot the usual handful of candy. The child waited; he paid 
no further attention to her, and she went out. 

Again the telephone rang. Again the doctor’s voice was 
heard; this time saying that his patient was dead. Old Becker 
sat at the telephone as if in a dream. He never heard the doc- 
tor call off. All he heard was the word “dead.” How long he 
sat there he did not know. 

Suddenly he realized the store was getting dark. He saw 
the lights were lit in the streets. He wondered why he had 
been sitting down, and not attending to business. He felt some- 
thing in his hand. He looked down, and he saw he was clutch- 
ing the telephone receiver tightly. He wondered what he was 
doing with it. Like a flash he remembered the doctor’s last 
message. 

Mechanically he got up and lighted the lights. Just then his 
little daughter came in and said they were waiting for him at 
home, as supper was ready. The old man told the child to tell 
her mother he would not be home till late, as it was his busy 
kissed 


night. He said he would have his supper sent in. He 
her, and told her to give the kiss to her mother. 
Alone again, his thoughts turned to the dead man. He 


thought of his own wife and children, and wondered if that man 
had left a wife and family.

Was he disgraced and not 
only he but his family? What would his old customers who had 
trusted him for twenty and thirty years say? 

Many would say they were sorry, and would pity him. 
they would say he was getting too old to be trusted, and would 
go elsewhere for their drugs. He had taken the store from his 
father. When he started in business, people trusted him be- 
cause of his father’s reputation. Later on he was trusted for his 
own. He had hoped his son would take the store from him. 
That could never be now. No one would trust him. He could 
not leave his son the good name his father had left him. 

He laughed aloud at the idea of supper. When had he eaten 
last? Surely it was ages ago. The hours dragged along. It 
seemed as if Fate purposely left the old man to his self-accusing 
This day of all others in which he needed help, he

thoughts. 
was left entirely alone. 

Half-past ten came, and he started to close the store. He 
generally kept open until eleven, but he could stand it no longer. 
How could he tell his wife! Tomorrow the whole world would 
know he was accused of carelessness, and of being the indirect 
cause of a man’s death. What else had the doctor said? He 
remembered now. There would be an autopsy. He would be 
called for the inquest. He was to be ready. Already he could 
see the head lines in the daily papers.

Even if he was acquitted, his 
name would be disgraced. Some would say he had paid to be 
acquitted. He could never stand that. Others would be airaid 
to get anything at his store, and he would see the gradual fall- 
ing off of his customers. 

If only he was younger how he would fight to save his name 
and reputation! But now he was old, he hadn’t the strength. 

He remembered the inexorable law of the sea. If a captain 
lost a ship, even though it was through no fault of his, and even 





though no lives were lost, he was never trusted with another. 
He was disgraced. Better far for him to go down with the ship. 
He had always thought that a most unjust and cruel law. 
However, now he could apply that law to himself. The doctor 
said he had made a mistake. A life was lost through that mis- 
take. Though innocent, no more lives would be intrusted to 
him. Better also for him to go down with his ship. 

There was only one way out of it all. People generally 
spoke well of the dead. : 

Professional honor and courtesy concealed some things. Up 
to now his name was honored. Tomorrow it would be dis- 
graced.

Peppermint Oil in Coryza 
An English physician has been trying peppermint oil in the 
place of menthol for coryza, and has had extremely good results 
from the treatment. A few drops of peppermint are placed in a 
saucer, and put over a candle till the fumes rise, and the patient 
is instructed to try and breathe these up the nose. The inhalation 
is kept up until there is a clear passage through both nostrils. 
On the following morning the cold is usually relieved. The 
essential part of the treatment consists in continuing the applica- 
tion after the nose has become clear, and not to allow the air 
passages to become obstructed again for some hours. Peppermint 
oil volatilized in this way does not cause discomfort unless too 

strong a sniff be taken after the passages are open.

There are a number of formulas for foot powders, but nearly 
all of them are meant for dusting on the feet and would not, on 
account of the insoluble matter present (talc, orris root, etc.), be 
well adapted for use in a foot bath. Here are two formulas, 
however, for foot powders which might be packed and sold for 
use in this way:

| pe obtained the option on the lease, my next step was 

to interview the jobbers. I knew the salesmen who called 
at the stores where I had worked and I made appointntents with 
them to meet them, at their convenience, at their respective 
offices and be introduced to the powers that be. To them I made 
a plain statement of my financial condition, showed them the 
option on the lease, and the salesmen knew enough about the 
neighborhood to assure me that my selection was not a bad one. 
Thus I had no difficulty in establishing a reasonable line ot 
credit. ; 

Next came the fixtures. I had some ideas of my own about 
the way I wanted these built, and had no difficulty in finding a 
fixture maker who was willing to combine his experience with 
my suggestions and to extend

was ready to begin signing up. 
Lease for store and fixture 
contract were duly drawn up and signed, the money was drawn 
from the savings banks, it being the end of a six-month period, 
so no interest was lost by withdrawal, and a business account 
was opened in a bank not far away from the store, which bank 
was owned and controlled by local business men for whose 
patronage I intended to bid. We now felt as if we could take a 
day or two off for the most momentous step in our lives—our 
wedding.

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Having these lists before us we could 
proceed systematically, taking care every 
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day of a few preparations requiring macer- 
ation and percolation, and filling in the time 
with making such articles as could be 
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finished up at once. In making up the list 
I fixed the number of days not strictly ac- 
cording to the pharmacopceia, but almost 
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always allowed a day or so extra, bearing 
in mind the varying rapidity of percolation 
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of the different drugs. 
Of all tinctures, syrups, and elixirs, ex- 
cepting simple syrup and simple elixir we 
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made up one pint to begin with. I say we, 
for the Best Girl in the World worked with 
me right along every day and all day. From 
printer and box maker I ordered a small 
line of stock labels, three sizes of lithographed prescription 
labels (red and black), square shape, and square boxes of same 
sizes as the labels, which boxes I intended using for powders 
and pills alike, thus avoiding the duplication of labels and boxes 
and saving a little money besides. I also ordered a few labels 
for toilet articles; such as cold cream, bay rum, hair tonic, etc. 
All the labels were in plain script, giving a dignified and refined 
appearance to the package. 

As for souvenirs, we had made arrangements with a first

INDIAN VS. AMERICAN PODOPHYLLUM? 
By Joun C. Umney. 


One of the most interesting of the papers contributed to the 
conference was that by John C. Umney. The author recalled 
the controversy regarding the relative medicinal values of the 
resins of the two species of podophyllum—the American, Podo- 
phyllum peltatum, and the Indian, Podophyllum emodi—which 
he thought it desirable to have settled before the publication ot 
a new edition of the British Pharmacopeeia. The Indian rhizome 
has been recognized in the 
Indian Addendum, and it has 
been officially suggested that 
it should be included in a new 
British Pharmacopeeia. 

All workers are agreed 
that the proportion of resin in 
the Indian variety is on an 
average twice that of the 
American, the following per- 
centages being stated: Dymock 
and Hooper, 1 to 2; J. C. 
Umney, ri to 4; Dunstan and 
Henry, 9 to 12. It would ap- 
pear certain that picropodo- 
phyllin is not an actual con- 
stituent of the drug, but is 
formed by decomposition of 
podophyllotoxin, which,  to- 
gether with podophyllo-resin 
—an indefinite amorphous sub- 
stance—represents the activity 
of the drug.

The 
author calls attention to the great variation of resin content in 
Indian podophyllum gathered at different seasons. 


OPIUM LOSS IN B. P. ASSAY. 
3y E. H. Farr anp R. WricHt. 

A very important paper on a vexed question was presented 
by those veteran conference contributors, E. H. Farr and R. 
Wright, who have begun the 
study of the supposed loss of 
morphine in preparing tincture 
of opium by the B. P. 
method. 

They obtained seven samples 
of opium from leading drug 
houses and submitted each to 
the following general method 
of treatment: 

The powdered opium was 
assayed by the official process, 
and both in this and in the 
assay of the tinctures the off- 
cial details were as far as pos- 
sible adhered to, so as to 
make the whole series of 
determinations — strictly com- 
parative. <A_ little difficulty 
was occasioned by the fact 
that whereas the official assay 
of opium is made on _ the 
powder, the tincture is pre- 
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paréd from moist opium. This was got over by calculating the 
figure for powdered opium into terms of the moist, On the basis 
of the recorded loss of moisture in drying. In this way the 
excess or deficiency can be clearly shown. The methods em- 
ployed for the exhaustion of the tincture-marcs varied somewhat, 
and for this reason the modus operandi followed in each case. 
The authors gave the following:

The results of the experiments, presented in a summary, g0 
to prove that when the official methods are followed throughout 
there is always a loss of morphine. In the seven samples of 
opium worked upon this varied between the limits of 0.8 percent. 
and 9.0 percent. of the whole, with an average for the whole 
series of 4.78 percent. That there is a loss has been admitted 
for some time past, and in papers by the authors (“P. J.,’”’ vol. 
Ixxviii, p. 164) certain alterations have been proposed as regards 
the correct volume of filtrate to be collected the assay of 
powdered opium, and the extent of dilution of the mixture ot 
the tincture-liquors after admixture with lime. 

The changes proposed by the authors reduced the loss to a 
maximum of 6 percent. and an average for the whole series ot 
2.4 percent. of the total, while in two cases the morphine found 
in the tinctures was in excess of the quantity estimated to be 
present in the opium used.

Ash and Moisture in Extracts 

The want of more precise directions in the pharmacopuias 
leads from time to time to uncertainties with regard to the physi- 
cal condition of the extracts, the authors mentioning the case of 
alcoholic extract oi belladonna as an illustration of this pomt- 
It of course, recognized that the more potent extracts must 
be standardized on a potency basis of chemical or physiologica® 
methods. Such extracts are best presented in the form of dry 
powders, which can be easily weighed with the accuracy neces-

sary for apportioning the small doses in which they are 





prescribed. Farr and Wright 
have ably set forth the many 
advantages of the powdered 
crude drugs suggested by them 
as diluents, and the authors 
recommend their employment, 
provided they are finely pow- 


dered, so that the particles pre- 
sent the greatest possible surface 
in proportion to the weight re- 
quired for standardizing the ex- 
tract. In the case of extracts 
which are standardized on _ the 
basis of the weight of crude drug 
taken for their production, such 
as ext, cascara, and others in the 
U. S. P., the authors hold that 
this procedure open to crit- 
icism, it no allowance 
for the varying yields of extrac- 
tive in parcels of drugs obtain- 
able from one time to another, 
and they consider it better 
base a standard on the weigitt of 
really dry extractive actually ob- 
tained. For the rest, soft extracts

STANDARDIZATION OF DRIED THYROID 


By Rectnatp R. Bennett, B. Sc., F. I. C. 

Reginald R. Bennett, a leading hospital pharmacist in London, 
thinks there should be a standard for Thyroideum siccum. He 
recommends the following method of determining the iodine, to 
which the activity of thyroid is due:

, Mix 5 Gms. of the dry thyroid with 8 Gms. of powdered sodium 
hydroxide and fuse in an iren crucible until carbonized, when another 2 
Gms. of powdered sodium hydroxide is added, and then 2 Gms, of potas- 


sium nitrate in order to oxidize completely the carbon The fusion is 
conducted throughout at a dull red heat, and during the addition of the 
potassium nitrate the fused mass is stirred with a steel spatula in order 
to facilitate the oxidation. The fused mass, when cool, is extracted with 
water, and filtered into a stoppered flask, the greater part of the alkali 
is neutralized with sulphuric acid, then 15 Cc. of carbon disulphide is 
added, and the liquid finally made acid with sulphuric acid. A portion ot 
the potassium nitrate is reduced to nitrite during the fusion, the nitrous 
acid formed decomposing the iodide present with the liberation of iodine, 
but 2 Gms. of sodium nitrate should be used in addition to insure ex- 
cess of nitrous acid. The contents of the flask are well shaken in order 
to dissolve the liberated iodine in the carbon disulphide, and the liquide 
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then poured upon a moistened filter. The filtrate is shaken with another 
10 Ce. of carbon disulphide, in order to remove the last traces of iodine, 
and again filtered. The two quantities of disulphide are washed frec 
from acid, a hole is made in the filter papers, and the carbon disulphide 
containing the iodine in solution allowed tc run into a small stoppered bot- 
tle, a small quantity of sodium bicarbonate added, and then titrated with 
centinormal sodium thiosulphate solution, shaking vigorously after each 
addition of thiosulphate until the violet color of the iodine is completely 
discharged. 


ALCOHOL-SOLUBLE CANNABIS EXTRACT 


By Harotp Deane, B. Sc., F. I. C. 


Harold Deane dealt at length with the subject of extract ot 
cannabis indica. Commercial extracts vary largely, the B. P. 
article is not considered satisfactory, and there is a general 
feeling that it ought to be soluble in alcohol. He suggests a 
simple and inexpensive method which yields a product that is all 
that can be desired. It is well known to manufacturers and 
consists in simply washing away the brown extractive with warm 
water, after the alcohol has been distilled off, in the same way 
as resin of jalap and resin of scammony are prepared. The 
author urged that this method should be adopted in the Pharma- 
copoeia, so that the present unsatisfactory state of things m&y be 
altered. In addition to making this change in method, it was 
suggested that some limits as regards insoluble matter and water 
should be included. A large amount of water can be incor- 
porated in the extract, and such quantities are obviously unde- 
sirable. The limit should not be placed too low, as volatile oil 
is also included in the loss on drying, and a definite time of 
heating should be given, as the last portions of volatile matter 
dissipate very slowly. The solubility in ether (sp. gr. 0.720) is 
a better test of the quality of an extract than its alcohol solu- 
bility. Alcohol redissolves a considerable portion of the brown 
extractive, and it is necessary to use a definite amount (about 
20 Cc, for each gramme of extract) to get uniform results. In 
the case of a washed extract the portion insoluble in alcohol is 
a dark green fatty body. On treating this with ether, a dark 
green oil, probably derived from the seeds, is obtained, leaving a 
greenish gray powder behind. This consists of a little water 
soluble brown matter, which has been left behind in washing, 
and the remainder dissolves in caustic soda solution, and is not 
precipitated by acids. It is no doubt the result of the action ot 
heat on the brown extract. 


ESTIMATING MERCURY IN WHITE 
PRECIPITATE OINTMENT 


By G. D. Exspon, B. Sc. 

The difficulty of preparing commercially a satisfactory white 
precipitate of good color was the subject of a series of investi- 
gations by G. D. Elsdon. He first gave an account of his method 
for the estimation of mercury, together with the composition ot 
current samples of white precipitate as determined by that 
method. He prefers the method of estimating mercury as 
sulphide, which he finds to be accurate and easily managed. ‘he 
author tested the accuracy with samples of mercuric chloride, 
and then applied it to the assay of white precipitate. The latter 
salt, he remarked, has ranged somewhat higher in mercurial 
percentage than formerly. The range on twelve samples was 
from 77.02 to 78.49 percent. of mercury. 

In regard to the analysis of white precipitate ointment the 
chief difficulty is in the separation of the inorganic material from 
the fatty basis. The following is the author’s analytical process: 

About 2 grammes of the well mixed ointment is weighed cut into an or- 
Alinary glass funnel (about 3 Cm. in diameter), having its stem cut off to 
about'1 Cm. long. The funnel is then placed in the neck of_a small sep- 
arator (about 7o Cc. capacity) having a very short stem. The whole is 
then supported in a thick glass beaker and placed in the steam oven, where 
in a short time the ointment melts and runs through into the separator. 
The ointment remaining in the funnel is then washed into the separator 
with 20 Cc. boiling roughly normal HCl, ro Cc. boiling petrol, and 10 
Ce. more of roughly normal HCl in succession, the stonper inserted, and 
the. whole well shaken. On standing. separation is almost immediate, the 
white precipitate dissolving in the HCl and the paraffin in the upper layer 
of petrol. The lower layer is then carefully drawn off and the stem of 
the separator washed with water, the washings being added to the sep- 
arated liquid. The petrol solution is then washed in the separator with 


a further 20 Cc. of boiling rough!y normal HCl—which may be poured 
through the funnel if the previous treatments have not removed all the 





ointment from it; this is separated and added to the previous extract. 
Practically the whole- of the mercury can be removed in the first separa- 
tion if care be taken, but a further washing is desirable. In case ot 
doubt a third washing should be made and tested for mercury separately 
The mixed extracts are then cooled and filtered from particles of fat, 
the filter being washed well with water and the washings added to the 
filtrate, diluted to about 400 Cc. and HeS gas passed to saturation. The 
precipitated HgS is then estimated by means of the Gooch crucible in the 
ordinary way. In calculating the NH2HgCl from the HgS it is advisable 
to take NH2,HgCl as containing 77 percent. of mercury in order to allow 
for the variability of commercial samples. 





MINOR NOTES OF THE CONFERENCE 


Yield of Oil of Peppermint 


Recent experiments made on the farms of W. Ransom & 
Sons, Hitchin, England, indicated that peppermint plants grown 
on unusually moist soils do not yield as much essential oil as do 
plants grown under usual conditions. This is in line with the 
often noted fact that although plants which yield essential oils 
will grow very luxuriantly when supplied with excessive water 
through the soil, they will not yield as much oil as plants ot 
similar nature grown on a dry soil. 





Spirit of Sal Volatile 
A substitute for the alleged wasteful process for preparing 
the aromatic spirit of ammonia of the British Pharmacopceia 
was offered by E. W. Pollard, B.Sc. His procedure is as fol- 


lows:

Add this solution to the alcoholic solution of oils. 





Solution of Sodium Ethylate 

Mr. Horace Finnemore, pharmacist to one of the large London 
hospitals, offered a method for preparing a permanent solution 
of sodium ethylate. He rids the alcohol used for the solution 
of the usual traces of aldehyde by boiling it for an hour (with 
reflex condenser) with sodium phenylhydrazine sulphonate, hav- 
ing found that it is the presence of aldehyde in alcohol that 
causes the brown discoloration of solutions of sodium ethylate 
on keeping. 





Oxychloride of Bismuth 
J. B. P. Harrison, F.I.C., reported that he examined three 
samples of commercial oxychloride of bismuth and one pre- 
pared by himself, and found that all four samples represented 
different constitutions of the salt. 





Liniment of Ammonia. 

It has been claimed that the method of preparing liniment 
of ammonia given by the British Pharmacopoeia is faulty, Frank 
H. Alcock, of Birmingham, supplied a formula which will pro- 
duce a superior product that will not solidify on keeping. This 
formula is:

Spirit of Nitrous Ether 

To overcome the difficulty presented by the rapid deteriora- 
tion of spirit of nitrous ether, D. B. Dott, F.R.S., Edinburg, 
proposed the substitution of an extemporaneous preparation, 
made by adding, when dispensing, proper amounts of a solution 
of sodium nitrite and acidified alcohol to make the quantity of 
spirit required. Lactic acid he preferred as the acid for pro- 
ducing the reaction with sodium nitrite.

Number Six.—bB. D., N. Y., had a call for this prepara- 
tion to be used for cramps in the stomach and wants to know 
what it is. Number 6, or Thomsonian Number Six, named after 
Samuel Thomson, the father of the botanical school of medicine, 
which was the forerunner of the eclectic school of today, 1s 
tincture of capsicum and myrrh. It is also called Hot Drops. 
You will find the formula for this preparation in the National 
Formulary under tinctura capsigi et myrrhe. You also will find 
the synonym Number Six listed in the index. 

Fluinol or Fluorpinol.—A. S. has a German prescription 
for fluinol to be added to the bath and inquires what the prepa- 
ration is and where it can be obtained. We find the following 
information on page 535 of volume 53 of the Proceedings of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association for 1905: ‘“Fluinol, for- 
merly called fluorpinol, is an alcoholic fluidextract of pine and fir 
needles mixed with some volatile oils. It is recommended as an’ 
addition to baths, gargles and washes and for inhalations and 
nebulizations in the treatment of various affections.” It is manu- 
factured by Apotheker Alfred Schmidt in Basle, Switzerland, but 
as far as we are able to learn is not imported by any of the 
principal jobbing houses. According to the Spezialiteten Taxe 
(special price list) of the Munich Apotheker Verein the selling 
price of fluinol is 2.50 mark a bottle. 

Tincture of Ferric Chloride—S. A. wants to know why 
the United States Pharmacopeeia orders this tincture to stand in 
a closely covered vessel protected from light for at least three 
months after its manufacture. The reason for this step is to 
allow a chemical reaction to take place between the free acid in 
the solution of iron chloride and the alcohol, resulting in the 
formation of small amounts of ethereal chlorine compounds, such 
as ethyl chloride, which are said to increase the therapeutic ac- 
tion of this tincture. The directions of the pharmacopceia should 
be strictly followed and enough tincture should always be on 
hand so as to allow proper aging of freshly made preparations. 
One prominent pharmaceutical manufacturer even allows this 
tincture to age for one year instead of three months and claims 
that thereby its therapeutic effects are still more enhanced. This 
tincture, as well as all ferric preparations, should be protected 
from light by storage in amber glass bottles, because light re- 
duces their ferric salts to the ferrous state. 


Incompatability of Lactopeptine and Bismuth Subnitrate. 
—C. M. V., Front Royal, Va., informs us that he has had trouble 
with a mixture of lactopeptine and subnitrate of bismuth, which 
apparently alters on being kept a while. The prescription read 
as follows:

Sig.: One powder in water after meals. 

When the powders are first prepared there is no difficulty, but 
when they.are kept a while they do not mix freely with water, 
and a remedy for this is asked. As lactopeptine-is a proprietary 
remedy and its exact composition is therefore unknown to us, we 
can at best suggest that the difficulty may be caused either by 
the absorption of moisture by the animal ferments said to be 
_ contained in lactopeptine, and hence “caking,” or by some reaction 
between the subnitrate of bismuth and the lactic and hydrochloric 
acids stated to be present in this article. We would suggest that 
the difficulty might be overcome by dispensing the powders per- 
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fectly dry, either wrapped in waxed paper or in air-tight con- 
tainers. The trouble most likely is caused by absorption of 
water from the atmosphere, and this should be guarded against, 
especially if the powders are to be kept some time before being 
used. 

To Determine the Mercury in Ointment of Ammoniated 
Mercury.—The following method is suggested by a recent au- 
thority: Heat about 5 Gm. of the ointment, accurately weighed. 
in a small flask, with 25 Cc. of 12% percent. hydrochloric acid on 
a water bath, mixing frequently by rotating the flask during ten 
minutes. Pour the acid liquid, carefully decanted, into a 100 
Cc. flask, rinse the fatty residue and flask repeatedly with small 
portions of water and dilute the combined liquid and washings 
to 100 Ce. Transfer 25 Cc. to a glass stoppered flask, add 1 Gm. 
of potassium iodide, 10 Cc. of 15 percent. solution of potassium 
hydroxide and 3 Cc. of 40 percent. solution of formaldehyde with 
10 Ce, of water. After one minute, add 25 Cc. of 30 percent. 
acetic acid and 25 Cc. of decinormal iodine solution, and shake 
until the mercury is dissolved. Titrate the excess of iodine with 
decinormal sodium thiosulphate solution, using starch solution 
as an indicator. Each Cc. of iodine solution consumed corre- 
sponds to 0.01257 Gm., approximately, of ammoniated mercury. 

The Specific Gravity of Wax is estimated according to 
the directions of the fifth German Pharmacopceia by the use of 
little pellets or balls of wax. It is directed that these pellets be 
prepared by dropping the melted wax into alcohol, and Dr. 
Fomme, of Halle, complains that this method results in irregular 
and deformed pellets which are unsatisfactory to use. He sug- 
gests (Pm. Zeit., May 20, 1911) the following improved method 
for preparing these pellets: A glass tube of about 6 to 8 mm. in 
diameter is drawn out at one end into a capillary of about 1.5-2 
mm. in diameter. It is then cut off so that both tube and capil- 
lary measure about 6 to 8 Cm. each in length. Some of the wax 
is then placed in the tube and gently warmed over a flame until 
it melts and runs down into the capillary portion, from which it 
is dropped, as from a pipette, into a test tube two-thirds full of 
alcohol. The upper third of this alcohol has previously been 
warmed over a small flame [a safer method might well be sug- 
gested] so that the wax does not immediately stiffen on striking 
the liquid, but cools gradually as it sinks. By this method per- 
fect little spheres of wax are obtained which are very satisfac- 
tory to work with. 

Assay of Mercury Plaster.—The following method is 
recommended in the American Journal of Pharmacy, July, torr: 
Heat about 3 Gm. of the plaster mass, accurately weighed, with 
20 Cc. of nitric acid, sp. gr. 1.38 to 1.40, in a flask having a wide 
neck and. connected with a reflux condenser. Heat about 10 
minutes or until the mercury globules are no longer visible in 
the sandy deposit of lead nitrate, add 25 Cc. of water and heat 
again until the fat has separated, leaving the aqueous layer clear. 
Cool and pour the solution through a tuft of absorbent cotton 
into a 100 Cc. flask. Break up the disk of fat, rinse it and the 
flask with four or five portions of 5 Cc.'each of water, passing 
each portion through the cotton used in the first filtration. To 
the combined liquids add potassium permanganate until it is per-

manently red, or until brown flakes separate. Decolorize or 
clarify the solution by the addition of ferrous sulphate solution 
and dilute to 100 Cc. To 25 Cc. of the solution add 2 Cc. of a 
10 percent. solution of ferric alum and then titrate with deci- 
normal ammonium sulphocyanate solution. Each Cc. of solution 
consumed corresponds to 0.01 Gm. of mercury. 

A New Reagent for Nitrites has been described by Dané 
(Bull. de la Soc. Chim. de France, 9, 354-55). This consists of 
a solution of 0.02 Gm. of synthetic indol in 150 Cc. of 95 per- 
cent. alcohol. 2 to 5 Cc. of this reagent, with an equal amount 
of 50 percent. suiphuric acid, are added to the solution to be 
tested, when, in the presence of nitrites, a “rose red to red” 
color develops. The reaction is sensitive even in dilutions up to 
I part in 2,500,000, and may be utilized quantitatively by the em- 
ployment of a colorimetric scale. It may be used not only for 
water, but also for testing sulphuric acid and other reagents 
which might contain nitrites, as well as for vegetable matter or 
ash. The presence of nitrites in ash, usually denotes nitrates in 
the substance incinerated, which have been reduced to nitrites by 
the action of the carbon during combustion.

Dangerous Similarity in Pharmaceutical Nomenclature 
To the Editor of the American Druggist: 

Sir—Your article on pharmaceutical nomenclature is a very 
good one, but I doubt whether the International Congress ot 
Applied Chemistry could formutate a plan which would be 
effective over the whole world. ‘Resolutions may be passed, and 
they have a certain value by calling attention to similarities in 
name. The revision committees of the various pharmacopceias 
should be informed of all cases and names should be changed 
accordingly. 

We have an opportunity now, which we never had before, 
the passage of the federal food and drugs act. Millions of labels 
have had to be changed and millions more must be, because it 
the official name is used the substance must correspond to the 
tests for identity and quality prescribed in the pharmacopcria. 
It is a good time to agitate this subject. 

The greatest trouble, however, occurs with crude drugs, and 
the subject would have a wider application if it embraced phar- 
maceutical subjects, because then drugs and chemicals would be 
included in the reform. I would suggest that you put some one 
to go over the pharmaceutical journals and report the cases 
where death or serious results had occurred, say for twenty 
years back, on account of similarity of names. This would make 
a very interesting paper.

Parcels Post Will Help the Country Druggist 
Editor American Druggist: 

Str—I notice your comments in the AMERICAN Druccisr, 
July 24, on the parcels post. I do not understand that the 
extraordinary activity shown by certain gentlemen in opposition 
to the parcels post at the hearings at Washington is a direct 
result of “druggists considering the question thoroughly in their 
conventions, their opinion that the demand for a parcels post 
comes from mail order houses or establishments that did busi 
ness by catalogue.” 

Certainly no portion of our citizens are so badly handicapped 
by the extraordinary hardships that result from the lack of 
adequate transportation for small parcels in this country as are 
the country stores. Nowhere outside of the United States and 
its economic dependencies, Canada and Mexico, does the express 
company as we know it exist. It goes without saying that the 
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reduction of express charges and the extension of the cheapened 
service to the country merchant would not displease him. Here, 
as in no other country, he now sees the immense catalogue 
houses growing up through trade with country buyers surround- 
ing his store—competition against which he is helpless, There 
is no country retailer injured by this singular situation so much 
as is the country druggist. If he could sell anything and every- 
thing that is called for at his store, though even not in his stock, 
but at an extra expense of from 1 to 5 cents, his opportunities 
for business would be vastly increased, while the goods of his 
line that go to make up freight packages in shipments from 
catalogue houses to country buyers would be much less. The 
country buyer could then get such goods quicker, more safely 
and cheaper from his local merchant than from the catalogue 
house. 

The parcels post bill H. R. 9844 delivers packages 11 Ibs. 
weight, 25 cents, less weights proportionately, within a 50-mile 
zone. There are mighty few drug stores that could not get 
delivery from their jobber at a trade center had we such a law. 

I live half the year in the country myself. I do not discover 
such a unanimity of sentiment in opposition to the parcels post 
from country dealers, even hardware men and lumber men, in 
whose name the very clever Chicago lawyers attend every hear- 
ing in opposition to the parcels post. So far as I know or hear 
from retail druggists they seem to favor it, and I notice when it 
receives consideration or discussion in their annual meetings 
they sometimes declare for it, as they did at the annual meeting 
of the Michigan Pharmaceutical Association this year. 

It seems to me that the country retail druggist has a right to 
demand that he should be placed upon as favorable a footing in 
supplying his trade as is the city druggist. The city retail drug- 
gist, wherever located, can fill any demand that comes into his 
store because he has facilities for getting the articles in indi- 
vidual parcels as called for. The country druggist is entitled to 
the same privilege and would get it with the parcels post.

An Ounce Not 500 Drops 
Editor American Druggist: 

I am not from Missouri, and yet I would like to be shown 
how to correctly make one and a half ounces of a 4 percent. 
solution of cocaine by figuring on 500 drops as being equal to an 
ounce. Under these circumstances it would require 30 grains, 
but as a fluid ounce of distilled water weighs 455.7 grains, 27.3 
grains are required. 

It is perhaps not in good taste on my part to criticise this 
matter, inasmuch as it is contained in the questions of the 
Missouri pharmacy board and published in your issue for July 
10. But the matter is so misleading that I feel it a duty to 
point my finger at such a glaring inaccuracy, not to say extrava- 
gance, regardless of any reflection the criticism may bring to me. 

That a drop is an. unknown quantity is not familiar to the 
laity, but it is well known to’the more or less expert, and is so 
taught in schools of pharmacy, and it is readily demonstrated, 
even by the inexperienced, but will the average applicant for 
examination try to prove that 500 drops of distilled water will 
measure a fluid ounce? I think not, but when they find a 
statement in pharmacy board questions they put it down as being 
absolutely accurate. Today one of my clerks found that 100 
drops of distilled water

From a 2-ounce graduate...............008- 120 grains 
From a 2-ounce prescription bottle.......... 210 grains 
From an 8-ounce prescription hottle......... 178 grains

d eee Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy is the man who does the work and in many cases is the 
only salaried member of the Board. He must possess an unusual combination of excellent 
qualities to be an efficient secretary, and it is safe to say that a convocation of secretaries of all the 
boards of pharmacy in the United States would bring together an interesting and able gathering. 
Since they cannot meet in person, they will all be brought before our readers in these sketches. 





IN THE CORN-DODGER STATE 


‘l the early age of fourteen Ira B. Clark left public school to 
enter the retail drug business. Here he obtained much 
practical experience. The practical experience which preceded 
the college training proved beneficial in this case, for the reason 
that he discovered for himself what it really meant to become 
a druggist. Mr. Clark believes that when college training pre- 
cedes practical training the graduate obtains an erroneous idea 
of what the drug business actually is. 

After serving in the retail store for some two years, Mr. 
Clark turned to the wholesale business, where he gained much 
valuable experience and a knowledge of the broader commercial 
aspects of the trade. After remaining here for two years he 
returned to the retail drug business. At this time he took a 
course in the Kansas City College of Pharmacy and stood a suc- 
cessful examination before the Missouri 
Board of Pharmacy, but did not return to 
college for his diploma, thinking that this 
was all he needed to carry him through to 
success in pharmacy. He has often regret- 
ted the youthful haste which prevented him 
from completing his college studies. After 
working in several retail stores in Kansas 
City he went to Nashville, September 4, 
1890. When he had served five years in 
two of the largest stores of that city he en- 
gaged in business on his own account, De- 
cember 18, 1895, at his present location. 

About this time he fell a victim to Dan 
Cupid, and on January 5, 1899, Mr. Clark 
married “the prettiest and sweetest girl in 
Alabama,” and now has a happy family of 
two boys and one girl. 

In 1903, Mr. Clark was elected first vice- 
president of the Tennessee Pharmaceutical 
Association. The following year he was 
elected by the Board of Pharmacy as its 
secretary, and still fills admirably this im- 
portant office. At the Atlantic City con- 
vention of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists Mr. Clark was chairman of 
the committee on pharmacy laws. At the Louisville convention 
he was a member of the U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda com- 
mittee, and at the Pittsburgh convention was made chairman of 
that committee.

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CANTALOUPE AND PINEAPPLE SUNDAES, 
LATEST OF POPULAR FOUNTAIN 
NOVELTIES 


VERY “neighborhood” dispenser, catering to family patron- 
age in high-class residential sections of the city or town, 
has found it exceedingly profitable within the last two or three 
years to advertise and serve to his discriminating and apprecia- 
tive clientele the numerous delicious banana-split and other ba- 
nana foundation sundaes described in the July 24 number of the 
AMERICAN Druceist. It is doubtful, however, if many of these 
dispensers have yet tried to work up a demand for two equally 
delicious and profitable classes of sundaes, made with canta- 
loupes and pineapples. At this season of the year when both 
of these fruits are easily obtainable at reasonable prices, no dif- 
ficulty should be experienced in preparing these two novel but 
anquestionably popular classes of sundaes, from the serving of 
which a good-sized revenue may be obtained. 

The cantaloupes should be kept on ice or in refrigerating 
process closets until called for in the preparation of the sun- 
daes in which they are used. In serving the cantaloupe sun- 
daes, the tiny melons should be cut into halves and the seeds 
and “woody” pulp removed from each half, which then is ready 
to be used as the foundation for the sundaes. An extra large 
sundae cup or a deep plate may be employed to advantage in 
serving the cantaloupe sundaes. 

Until the last few years, few dispensers deemed it worth 
while to serve preparations made of pineapple because of the 
difficulties attending the scraping and peeling of the tough ex- 
terior of this delicious fruit preliminary to employing its yellow- 
white interior as the basis for a fountain product. This difficulty 
has been overcome within the last few years, however, through 
the preparation of pineapples in large and small slices, all ready 
for use, by the leading soda fountain supply houses. The mod- 
erately large slices, most desirable for pineapple sundaes, may 
be obtained in glass cans and should be exhibited in glass or 
china bowls on the fountain’s front or back counters after a 
small quantity of powdered sugar has been added to the pine- 
apple juice contained in the can in order to draw the pineapple 
flavor to the surface of the slices and to make a natural preserva- 
tive for them. In serving the numerous pineapple sundaes a five- 
inch plate is most desirable. 

Following are the formulas for ten delightfully palatable can- 
taloupe sundaes and those for a half dozen pineapple sundaes: 





Cantaloupe Sundaes 
PLAIN CANTALOUPE SUNDAE. 

Place half of a ripe cantaloupe, thoroughly chilled, into a 

sundae cup and put into it a small mound of vanilla ice cream. 
NEW YORK CANTALOUPE SUNDAE. 

Place a lettuce leaf in the sundae cup. Atop this place a half 
cantaloupe and then deposit a small mound of vanilla ice cream 
in the center. Top this with a maraschino cherry. 

CANTALOUPE NUT SUNDAE. 

Over a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup sprinkle a spoonful of 
chopped nut meats. 

CANTALOUPE JOY. 

Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup and put a small 
mound of vanilla ice cream into it. Then cover with crushed 
pineapple. 

CANTALOUPE DELIGHT. 

Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup and put a small cone 
of orange or lemon water ice in the center. Then top with a 
maraschino cherry. 


CANTALOUPE A LA MODE. 


Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup. Then drop a small 
portion of ice cream in the center and pour over it some fresh 
crushed raspberry 01 any other fresh crushed berries which nap- 
nen to be in season. 


CANTALOUPE NUT NOVELTY. 
Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup and put a small 
mound of coffee ice cream in the center. Then sprinkle with 
chopped walnuts and top with whipped cream and a cherry. 


CREME DE MENTHE CANTALOUPE. 

Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup and then deposit in 
the center a small cone of vanilla ice cream. Pour over this 
some marshmallow creme de menthe dressing and top with a 
creme de menthe cherry. 

BRIGHTON SUNDAE. 

Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup and put a small cone 
of ice cream in the center. Cover with crushed pineapple or 
any other crushed fruit to suit patron’s taste. 

KING GEORGE CANTALOUPE. 

Place a half cantaloupe in a sundae cup and then drop a 
small cone of vanilla ice cream in the center. Pour over it a 
small quantity of fruit salad. Cut a slice of pineapple into sec- 
tions, about eight to a slice, and then place two of these sections 
on the sundae, sticking one into each side of the cfeam. Top all 
with a maraschino cherry.

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DISCOUNTING BILLS' 


By Franxkiin M. Appts, Pu. G., 
Philadelphia. 

MERCHANT who does not discount his bills is at a de- 
A cided disadvantage in the struggle to dispose of the mer- 
chandise offered for sale to the general public at a profit. 

What may we consider discounts to be? My experience has 
led me to designate them as profits produced from premiums 
paid for prompt payment of bills, as they can most assuredly be 
entered upon the profit and loss sheet as 100 percent. profit, just 
as the merchant who does not avail himself of the advantage of 
discounts pays a penalty for procrastination for a similar per- 
centage. 

The loss of the amounts allowed as discounts is but a small 
item as compared with the premiums paid by the non-discounter 
to those supplying him with merchandise, for their prices are 
varied to suit the individual cases, in those lines of goods where 
this is possible. If you doubt the 
disadvantages of those so sit- 
uated interview, confidentially, 
one of those poor druggists who 
have been misled into the posi- 
tion of condueting a drug store 
without sufficient capital to 
finanec it properly, of which 
class, unfortunately, we have a 
superabundance, a fact which 
places a handicap upon the entire 
membership of our calling. 

Competition from within our 
ranks and from without our 
ranks (for our competitors are 
not all designated as drug store 
proprietors) forces us to buy 
in the lowest possible market, 
and how can this be done when one does not place himself 
in the position where he can demand the lowest price for mer- 
chandise ? 

The discounting merchant is in the position of the person 
who offers to wager “Heads I win, tails you lose,” and what 
chance does the other party to such a wager stand to make any 
pregress? 

A merchant who regularly discounts his bill, becomes in- 
voluntarily a more systematic business man, which qualification 
will soon be noticed by the observing members of the public, 
with the result that they will place greater confidence in that 
merchant, to his advantage. 

Failure to discount bills leads to tardiness in devising meth- 
ods whereby the goods can be moved from the shelves; also 
to careless buying and overstocking, for if one bears in mind 
the possibilities of not being able to dispose of the goods within 
a reasonable space of time, thereby imposing the penalty of loss 
of the profits resulting from the discounts allowed, far greater 
caution will be exercised in placing orders with salesmen, whose

interests are chiefly in the direction of volume of sales. What 
is more annoying and aggravating than an assortment of eye- 
sores in the form of slow selling or anchored merchandise? 

Some years ago my attention was directed to the advan- 
tages that the buyer with cash (or its equivalent) possesses 
when going into the marts of the world to select and purchase 
wares. This information I received from a grocer, whose trade 
was based almost entirely upon the credit system, which plan 
he encouraged, owing to the advantages it gave him in dealing 
with his customers—which advantages he enumerated at that 
time, with the result that I considered the disadvantages un- 
der which the customers were laboring, for they were paying 
a heavy penalty, unthinkingly, for their tardiness is making set- 
tlement for the goods ordered and delivered to them. 

Apply to your banker for accommodations when a favorable 
opportunity presents itself for a profitable investment, and see 
how soon he will take notice of your custom to discount your 
bills, for he is a trained student of finances if he is a person 
worthy of the position of trust he occupies, and readily appre- 
the superior claims the discounter has over his 
systematic and less punctual neighbor. 

Many persons and firms, who discount their bills, are given 
a higher rating by the mercantile agencies than is received by 
others who have more capital but poorer records in prompt 
payment of accounts; hence it will readily be seen that the 
party who discounts his bills has manifold advantages in his 
favor. 

One hundred dollars turned every ten days at 2 percent. 
will net seventy-three dollars per annum, which is a very good 
rate of interest, practically compounded usury, but it is perfect- 
ly legitimate and honorable when obtained in this manner. Who 
does not desire to invest money safely at such an attractive 
rate of interest? 

Summed up,sit may be stated that the non-discounting mer- 
chant imposes a penalty upon himself for procrastination.

Knowing Customers by Name 


A young soda dispenser in a successful store explained that 
it was a fixed policy of the store to learn customers names. 

“As soon as a new customer enters the place we go after 
him. If he orders something which is to be delivered, it is an 
easy matter to get his name and pass it along to the other 
clerks who may be called upon to serve him. If he patronizes 
only the cigar or cold drink department there may be some 


difficulty. Very oiten two friends come in and call each other 
by name. We are very much on the alert for that sort of 
thing. Then sometimes an old customer comes in with a new 


one, and later we ask him his friend’s name. 
name in that way. 

“The clerk who gets the name first passes it along to the 
others. Thus every employee becomes acquainted with the cus- 
tomer and tries to make him feel at home in any part of the 
store, 

“This matter of learning names is a thing that requires tact, 
however. It will not pay to make mistakes. If you are not 
sure of the right name, don’t use any at all.”

If not, your neg- 
lect is hurting your business. A well kept show window is a valuable aid to business, an ill kept one 
a detriment. Read this department regularly and you will find simple, practical suggestions easily 
carried out for making your window a help instead of a hindrance in your trade getting campaign. 





A FOOT RELIEF WINDOW DISPLAY

VERY live druggist understands the value of good window 
trims and realizes the fact that his window is his cheapest 

method of advertising. However, all druggists do not put this 
knowledge into practice. Perhaps they think they are too busy 
or they may be victims of the hookworm, but it makes little 
difference whether it be pure neglect or downright laziness, the 
fact remains that the good money that slips through their fingers 
jingles into the till of the competitor across the street. 

To the dealer who is not getting full value from his windows 
a few words of advice would not be amiss. Here are a few 
essentials in window trimming that every druggist should prac- 
tice—not merely know: 

Change your displays at 


to invest any appreciable amount of money in his window 
exhibits. 

There are a good many varieties of fixtures made nowadays 
that a drug store window can use to good advantage, and to 
equip the store with a set of them is not as large an expense as 
it might be and it is certainly a profitable investment. 

A set of six glass shelves, with two supports for each, three 
different heights being used; two or three round plate glass and 
nickel, two shelf display stands; half a dozen nickel racks or 
standards of medium height; a brush and comb rack of nickel, 
and another nickel rack or “tree” suitable for pipes or other 
small articles, make a good outfit for a drug store, and the whole 
can be bought for something like $50. Then there are the Onken 
patented adjustable display fixtures, made in Cincinnati. ‘They 
cost even less than the sum

altogether. It does not cost much to get a board painted up and 
headed “Latest News.” On this may be put any important news 
item that will interest the public. Baseball scores, Associated 
Press dispatches, matters of local interest. At times, when the 
public are waiting for some bit of news, if they understand that 
it will be given in the store window as soon as known, they will 
develop an immediate interest in that store. Too much bulletin 
business, though, is a poor plan. The window is, or should be, 
used for the purpose of making goods sell. If baseball scores 
do nothing but attract a bunch of loafers and have a tendency 
to keep ladies away, they are damage and an expense. 


Oftentimes the upper part of a window is more noticeable 
from some points outside than the lower part, and the man who 
dresses a window often seems to forget all about the upper part 
of it and leaves it in a most unattractive state. Little additional 
work is needed to carry the decorations up to the top, and then 
the effect is good from any point. 

Nickel window fixtures should be wiped off before putting 
them away after using. Finger marks on the nickel sometimes 
develop spots that will not come off, and a poor nickel plate rusts 
easily and ought to be greased a little if put away for any length 
of time. 
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AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 
UNDER INVESTIGATION 





Wiley Shorn of Power-—Solicitor Assumes Superior 
Powers—Referee Board Ignores Bureau of Chemistry 





ASHINGTON, August 10.—Very satisfactory progress has 
been made during the past ten days by the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the Department of Agriculture with 
its investigation into conditions in that department. A number 
ot witnesses have been called and several important lines of 
testimony have been opened. Of those who have testified thus 
far, probably the most important are President Ira Remsen, of 
Johns Hopkins University, the chairman of the Referee Board 
of Consulting Chemists, and Solicitor George P. McCabe, of the 
Department of Agriculture. The testimony of these two men 
has gone far toward exhibiting in its true light the methods and 
reasons for the attack upon Dr. H. W. Wiley, the chief of the 
3ureau of Chemistry, and has at the same time afforded some 
very interesting information about the application of the food 
and drugs act to the drug question. 

In general, Dr. Remsen’s testimony has shown that the 
Board of Referee Chemists was organized entirely outside of 
the department and without any reference to the Bureau of 
Chemistry. The board was simply ordered to go ahead with 
its food and drug investigations in the best way and with prac- 
tically unlimited cash, although President Remsen assured the 
committee that the investigation costs were kept down to prac- 
tically the lowest level that was consistent with efficiency in doing 
the work. Dr. Remsen said that the board had never been asked 
to consult with the Bureau of Chemistry, and was reluctant to 
answer when he was asked whether the board considered itself 
under the jurisdiction of, or a part of, the bureau or not. Not 
very much evidence was given by Dr. Remsen with reference to 
the question as to how the investigations were carried on, al- 
though he admitted that in the case of benzoate of soda the 
foods used were not those commercially sold in the market, but 
were standard foods of known purity and goodness to which 
benzoate had been added by the investigators themselves. Dr. 
Remsen also told why it was that the board went to Indiana and 
testified in the benzoate case, which had been brought by the 
state authorities there for the purpose of driving out of the state 
benzoate preserved goods. He said this was done by order of 
the Secretary of Agriculture, who desired that the board should 
testify on the side of the benzoate users, inasmuch as it had re- 
ported in favor of benzoate as a preservative. Interesting testi- 
mony was also given by Dr. Remsen with reference to the Den- 
ver convention of state food authorities, which endorsed the use 
of benzoate. He said that he and his colleagues attended this 
convention by order of the Secretary of Agriculture, just as they 
did the Indiana trial, and spoke in favor of benzoate at his request. 
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Solicitor McCabe has thrown considerably more light upon 
the administrative situation under the food and drugs act than 
has even been available before. He has shown how his own 
office has been gradually built up into a very powerful machine 
controlling all the legal work of the department, and particularly 
having unlimited authority over the administration of the food 
and drugs act. This unlimited authority was not provided for 
in the original legislation, but has been developed in two ways: 
(1) At first by the erection of the Board of Food and Drug In- 
spection, a body having no legal authority to exist, the solicitor be- 
ing made amember of this board, and (2) later bythe delegation 
to the solicitor’s office of powers properly belonging to the Sec- 
retary himself, but which have been transferred by him to subor- 
dinates who have exercised them arbitrarily. Not the least in- 
teresting phase of Mr. McCabe’s testimony has been the show- 
ing that a serious controversy has been in progress between him- 
self and Dr. Wiley, the chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, with 
respect to drugs. There has been introduced in evidence a let- 
ter written by McCabe some time ago to Wiley, in which thirty- 
three different patent medicines and drug products were enumer- 
ated, and the chief chemist was harshly rebuked for his failure 
to prosecute the makers of these preparations. In the letter 
Mr. McCabe took occasion to draw a comparison between the 
relative desirability of the work that Dr. Wiley had been doing 
on flavoring extracts and articles of like nature on the one hand, 
and the supposedly dangerous patent medicines on the other. 
Mr. McCabe expressed the opinion that the patent medicines 
which he enumerated were largely: “fakes,” and that action in 
reference to them was urgently needed. The apparent effort of 
the letter was to shift the attention from food products to pat- 
ent medicines and to increase the severity of the attack upon the 
latter. 

On another occasion a similar letter was written by Mr. Mc- 
Cabe to Dr. Wiley with the same purpose in view. 

Among the important points regarding the purely adminis- 
trative side of the food and drug act which are mentioned in the 
testimony that has been heard by the committee is the fact that 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection is now practically with- 
out power, save to a very limited extent in import cases and in 
seizure cases. In these classes of cases some power still re- 
mains to it. The Bureau of Chemistry is almost absolutely with- 
out power, as it no longer has the authority to make recom- 
mendations, that a particular food and drug maker be prosecuted 
or let alone, but this whole phase of the administration of the 
food and drugs act is left in the hands of the solicitor’s office, 
which may or may not recommend prosecutions. To complicate 
the administrative situation has come the organization of the 
Referee Board of Chemists, nominally in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, but really outside of it, not even consulting with the head 
of the bureau. The Referee Board takes up whenever it is 
told to do so new questions which have not been passed upon 
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by the Bureau of Chemistry, or as occasion may dictate takes 
up questions that have already been passed by the bureau, con- 
siders them without consultation with the chief chemist, and 
turns in a report to the department which may be adverse to the 
findings of the Bureau of Chemistry. Members of the committee 
are feeling very strongly that the conditions revealed in this in- 
quiry are such as to call for a very radical reorganization of the 
Department of Agriculture, in so far at least as relates to the 
application of the food and drug act. They think that there 
should be a much more stable and recognized organization, and 
that if the various boards that now exist in the department are 
to continue there, they should be made integral parts of some 
recognized system of control, so that it would be possible to have 
food cases pass through a regular course of development, instead 
of being subject to caprice and influence as they now.are. It is 
predicted that at the opening of the new session of Congress an 
effort will be made to correct the conditions in the department 
to some extent at least, and that incidentally it will be sought to 
reduce the power of the solicitor’s office as much as may be 
practicable. The committee expects to make a full report on 
this phase of the subject, as well as, of course, the other topics 
it has investigated.

MERRITT BOOM STARTED 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Associations Endorse Dr. Wiley—Increased Activity in 
Sale of Habit Forming Drugs—Proposed Drug Club 
for Pittsburgh. 





HILADELPHIA, August 8—Hearty endorsement of the 

work of Henry W. Merritt, Pennsylvania’s member of the 
executive committee of the N. A. R. D., was one of the features 
of the monthly meeting last Friday of the Philadelphia Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists. It came in the form of a motion by 
Charles Rehfuss to the effect that Mr. Merritt be supported by 
the local association asa candidate for “the official family” of 
the N. A, R. D. A suggestion that he be returned to the execu- 
tive committee was answered by the remark that it would be 
better if no particular office be mentioned. The fact that Mr. 
Merritt played a leading part in restoring harmony between the 
P. A. R. D. and the N. A. R. D. is largely responsible for the 
very kindly feeling that has since been displayed by his many 
friends in Philadelphia. The motion to support him at the 
coming N. A. R. D. convention at Niagara Falls was unanimously 
adopted. 

Another resolution of importance was introduced by First 
Vice-President William E. endorsing the work of Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley and protesting against any movement which 
might result in his vacating the office he now holds. 

A general discussion followed the announcement by President 
Christopher Koch, of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Exam- 
ining Board, to the effect that there had been increased activity 
in the sale of habit forming drugs, and that evidence had been 
secured by the board which*would shortly result in the arrest 
of persons engaged in the traffic. The association reaffirmed its 
earlier action, supporting the state board in its efforts to break 
up this illegal traffic. 

Reports from the committee having in charge the arrange- 
ments for the trip to Niagara Falls next month, indicated that 
the journey would be made over the lines of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company, and that a large party would represent 
Philadelphia.

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ANTON HOTTINGER. 

July 22 marked the end of the long and honorable career ot 
Anton Hottinger, a pioneer druggist of Chicago, and a man who 
had always been active in the civic affairs of his adopted city.

He 
opened a drug store soon after coming to this city in 1860, and 
in 1863 he was elected alderman from his ward. It was during 
his term as alderman that he used his influence to bring about 
the creation of Lincoln Park, the first park in the present great 
park system of Chicago. He was very generally spoken of as 
the “father of Lincoln Park.” Mr. Hottinger retired from active 
business in 1890. A store at 801 Milwaukee avenue and another 
on Sedgwick avenue, have been managed by his son, Otto G. 
Hottinger. Besides the son, a widow and one daughter survive.

New Legislation Discussed—Florida Law Objected To—A

\LTIMORE, August 10—The Baltimore Drug Exchange 

combined business with pleasure today by going down the 
bay on Commodore Evans’ yacht, the “Chilhowie,” a splendid 
steamer, and holding a session on board to consider various 
matters of special interest to the membership. These included 
diverse bills either before Congress or passed by state legis- 
latutes, affecting the activities of druggists. Among them were 
the weights and measures and the dating bilis now before 
Congress, and the measures that have been enacted lately by the 
legislatures of Florida, Oklahoma, Texas and other states, the 
purpose of the discussion being to formulate some plan of action 
whereby druggists might secure a fair show. In the call for 
the announcement of the trip, Secretary McCormick inclosed a 
copy of a bill presented in Congress by Mr. Richardson. Assur- 
ances have been given that the measure would not be taken up 
at the special session, but the members of the exchange had 
1evertheless been advised to give the matter their attention, so 
as not to be caught unawares. Notice was directed particularly 
to certain enactments bythe Florida legislature, among them the 
food and drug law, which embodies many radical departures 
from the national statute.

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Condition of Trade 


New York, August I'l. 

Conditions throughout the general drug and chemical market 
during the past three weeks have continued of a character inci- 
dent to midsummer seasons, but dealers appear to view the situa- 
tion with more or less satisfaction. So far as price changes are 
concerned, opium has been a conspicuous feature, the movement 
in values of this important article having been steadily upward, 
with an improved demand, which has resulted in considerable 
business, and a consequent material depletion of the available 
stock. Notwithstanding the fact that all Turkey crops are late 
this year, it has been found necessary to further reduce estimates 
of the probable yield of opium, and in some instances it 1s 
claimed that the crop now being harvested will not reach 3.500 
cases, which is fully 1,500 cases less than some of the early esti- 
mates. Receipts in Smyrna from producing districts have thus 
far been light, but this is believed to be largely due to a new 
system of collecting tithes by the Government, which is not yet 
working smoothly, and militates against the prompt forwarding 
of supplies. Menthol has continued to rule in buyers’ favor, 
without stimulating demand. In the department of essential oils 
there have been a few sharp advances, notably in rose, the price 
of leading brands having been marked up fully $2 per ounce 
during the period covered by this review. The Messina essences 
are again stronger, especially bergamot and lemon. Primary 
markets are higher on account of short crop news, and further 
advances are looked for by local dealers. Bitter almond oil is 
decidedly stronger, owing to a sharp advance in values abroad. 
In the domestic oils, peppermint and spearmint are both higher 
and firm, with the tendency of prices still upward. Among the 
roots, golden seal shows a substantial advance and senega con- 
tinues strong, while Mexican sarsaparilla is again weaker. 
Angelica is offered more freely and at easier prices. New crop 
true German chamomile flowers have begun to arrive, and the 
old crop of Roman are held at advanced values, owing to reports 
that the new crop is practically a failure. Among the chemicals, 
nitrate of soda is firmer and tin oxide lower. Quotations for 
the following articles have been changed during the period cov- 
ered by this review: :

Drugs 


Agar agar is higher in primary markets and the import cost 
has advanced to a figure which necessitates the payment of a 
duty of 15c per pound and 20 percent. ad valorem. Spot quota- 
tions have been marked up to 50 to 60c. 

Aloes in gourds are reported extremely scarce, with a conse- 
quent stronger market and an advance in quotations to 12 to 
12%4c. 

American saffron is a shade easier, with some business re- 
ported at 22c, although up to 25¢ is still quoted for small parcels. 

Angostura tonka beans continue extremely scarce and a small 
parcel is held at $5.25. 

Balsam tolu 15 stronger owing to extreme scarcity. The 
small spot stock is concentrated in few hands, and quotations 
have been advanced to 28 to 30c. 

Barbados aloes are scarce and higher, as no more will come 
forward from producing markets until next year. The spot quo- 
tation has been advanced to 8oc. 

Bay laurel leaves are in fairly good demand and firmer, with 
quotations advanced to 3% to 334c, and small lots are reported 
sold at the higher figure. 

Bay rum is firmer owing to reduced available supplies, and 
quotations have been advanced to $1.70 to $1.75, with several 
transactions at the inside figure. 
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Beeswax is reported quiet and easy, with quotations tor 
selected reduced to 34 to 34%c. Ordinary is available at 33 to 
33%. 

Belladonna leaves are selling at a concession from former 
quotations, and the revised range is 14 to 17c, as to quantity and 
quality. 

Bleaching powder in drums is in larger supply and the mar- 
ket is easier in tone, with sellers at $1.20 to $1.25. 

Burgundy pitch is in somewhat better supply and a fraction 
easier, with sellers at 5%4 to 534c. 

Carnauba wax has moved only in a moderate way and chiefly 
in small lots, and a general revision of quotations shows a 
reduction in No. 3 grade to 34 to 34!4c, and an advance in north 
country to 36% to 37c. 

Cascara sagrada is firmer, with only old bark available, and 
quotations are advanced to 9% to 10%e. 

Chinese blistering beetles are firmer in sympathy with corre- 
sponding conditions at primary sources of supply, and the gen- 
eral spot quotation has been advanced to 35c. 

Cochineal is scarce and firmer, and dealers have advanced 
prices of silver gray to 37 to 40c. 

Codeine also is 50c per ounce higher under the same influ- 
ence, and manufacturers’ prices are on the basis of $5.35 to $5.40 
for sulphate. 

Colocynth pulp is offered more freely and revised quotations 
show a reduction to 20 to 22¢. 

Cotton root bark is firmer under a good demand and light 
available stocks, and quotations have been marked up to 18 to 20c. 

Crushed soap bark has followed in the wake of the recent 
upward movement of cut, with a fairly good demand, and quota- 
tions have been advanced to 7 to 7%c. The inside quotation for 
cut is further advanced to 834c. 

Curacoa aloes have been fairly active, and the spot stock is 
concentrated in few hands. The market is firmer, and, while 7c 
might still purchase in a limited way, the bulk of the available 
supply is held at an advance to 7% to 7%4c. 

Damiana leaves have received increased attention, and a satis- 
factory business has resulted with an advance in prices to 11 to 
12¢. 

Ergot is easier on spot, with quotations reduced to $1.15 to 
$1.20. News from primary markets, however, indicates an un- 
favorable outlook for the growing crop. 

Gambier is weaker under a light consuming demand, together 
with advices of heavy shipments from Singapore during July, 
and spot quotations have been reduced to 5% to 55@c, as to 
quantity. 

German calendula flowers are in light supply, owing to a 
smali yield of new crop, and the market is firmer, with quota- 
tions advanced to 30 to 32c. 

Gum guaiac is firmer under a satisfactory consuming demand, 
and for U. S. P. the ruling price is 35c, at which sales are 
reported. 

Harlem oil is slightly lower, owing to continued keen compe- 
tition, and the revised quotations for original cases are $1.92%4 to 
$2.10, as to holder. 

Japan wax is slightly lower, with the tone of the market 
easier, and quotations have been reduced to 8% to 9c. 

Kola nuts are in better supply and easier, with quotations 
showing the wider range of I0 to 15c, as to quality. 

Lime juice is firmer, owing to material light supplies, and 
quotations for leading descriptions have been marked up to 75¢c. 

Lycopodium prices have been further advanced to 54 to 56c, 
owing to increasing strength at primary sources of supply. 

Menthol has continued to reflect weaker conditions at primary 
sources of supply, and spot quotations show a further decline to 
$4.90 to $5. There is very little inquiry and the market remains 
inactive. j 

Morphine is higher, owing to increased cost of opium, and 
manufacturers have advanced prices 50c per ounce to the basis 
of $4.60 to $4.70 for eighths. 

Morphine diacetyl is higher in sympathy with all opium de- 
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rivatives, and manufacturers have advanced prices 50c per ounce 
to the basis of $4.35 for alkaloid and $4.10 for hydrochloride in 
5-ounce tins. 

Norwegian codliver oil is firmer under the influence of 
stronger primary markets and a substantial increase in the im- 
port cost. The local market is seasonably quiet, although there 
is some inquiry for forward deliveries, and dealers have ad- 
vanced quotations to $35 to $39, according to brand and holder. 

Opium has continued to move upward, under the influences 
previously noted, and spot quotations for the gum have had 
several advances, aggregating $1.50 per pound during the period 
under review, the revised range being $8 to $8.05 as to quantity. 
Powdered and granular are both correspondingly higher, with 
dealers quoting $8.50 to $8.60 according to quantity and holder. 

Quicksilver is in better supply and the market is easier, with 
jobbing prices reduced to 68 to 7oc. 

Refined glycerine is seasonably quiet, with the market again 
easier, and manufacturers have further reduced their prices to 
22% to 2234c for C. P. in drums, and 23% to 233%4c in cans. 

Rock candy syrup is moving steadily in a routine way and 
the tone of the market is firmer. Manufacturers have advanced 
prices 4c per gallon and the revised quotations are 47 to 49c for 
white in barrels and 50% to 53c in half barrels. Amber is 
quoted 45 to 47c in barrels and 48% to sic in half barrels. 

Roman chamomile flowers are firmer, owing to advices of a 
material shortage of the new crop, and quotations show an ad- 
vance to 21 to 23c. A recent arrival of new crop, German, is 
held at 15c. 

Sicily sumac is firmer owing to spot scarcity and for the 
limited quantities available holders are quoting $53 per ton. 

St. Vincent arrowroot is in somewhat larger supply and some 
holders have reduced their prices to 7 to 7%c, but others are 
quoting up to 8c. 

Sugar of milk is receiving increased attention and the market 
is fairly firm, with business reported at 10 to 10%c, as to size of 
order. 

Tilia flowers are decidedly higher, with prices in primary 
markets advanced 7c per pound, and local dealers have marked 
up the spot quotation to r4c. 

Roots 

Angelica is in more liberal supply and the market is easier, 
with sellers at 15 to 16c. 

Belgian valerian is firmer, owing to unfavorable crop news. 
Considerable business was reported at 7c and the quotation has 
since been advanced to 7%c. 

Bleached calamus is moving more freely, and with stocks re- 
duced holders are firmer in their views regarding values, and 
have advanced quotations to 23 to 24s. 

Blue flag is becoming scarce and the market is firmer, with 
cuotations marked up to 13 to I4c. 

Carthagena ipecac is firmer, owing to light available sup- 
plies and a fairly good consuming demand. Sales are reported 
at $2, which is now the prevailing quotation. 

Colombo is in reduced supply and firmer, especially the choice 
grades, and quotations for selected have been advanced to 12 to 
13c, with sales reported at the inside figure. 

Comfrey is firmer, owing to scarcity, and local dealers haw: 
advanced their prices to 8 to 9c, according to holder. 

Cut dog grass has been moving steadily on consuming orders 
at 5'%c, and holders have since advanced prices to 534c, owing 
to depleted stocks. 

Gentian is temporarily scarce, and for the small lots available 
holders are quoting 7 to 7%c. 

Golden seal is extremely scarce and decidedly higher. Up to 
$3.85 is reported paid for fairly round lots, and the quotation 
has been marked up to $4 for either whole, ground or~powdered. 

Mexican sarsaparilla is again easier, with almost an entire 
absence of demand, and the spot quotation is further reduced to 
I5¢. 

Whole althea is higher abroad, and spot quotations have been 
advanced to 16 to 17c. 
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Essential Oils 

Almond oil is decidedly stronger, owing to a sharp advance 
in prices abroad, due to-increased cost of raw material, and spot 
quotations have been advanced to $4.50 to $5.10 for ordinary and 
$4.60 to $5.85 for S. P. A. Peach kernel is advanced to 29 to 3Ic. 
True sweet also is higher, in sympathy with primary markets, 
and quotations for leading makes are advanced to 62 to 72¢, as 
to quantity. : 

Bergamot is again firmer, in sympathy with stronger primary 
markets due to crop shortage, and spot quotations for desirable 
brands show a further advance to $4.65 to $4.75. 

Cassia oil is easier owing to corresponding conditions abroad, 
and keen competition and spot quotations have been reduced to 


85 to 8744c for 75 to 80 percent., and $1.15 to $1.35 for lead free. 


Citronella oil continues to show a hardening tendency in 
values abroad, and the spot market is again firmer, with quota- 
tions further advanced to 27 to 28c in drums and 28 to 29c in 
cans. 

Clove oil is higher and firm owing to light stocks and a 
strong spice market, and quotations have been advanced to $1 
to $1.05. 

Croton oil is decidedly stronger under a good demand and 
diminishing supplies, and quotations have been advanced to $1.10 
to $1.15. 

Lemon oil continues to move upward in price under similar 
influences, and local dealers have further advanced quotations to 
$1.55 to $1.60. 

Lemongrass oil is firmer, on account of scarcity, and dealers 
have advanced quotations to $1.65 to $1.75. 

Orange oil also is again higher under the influences governing 
al] Messina essences, and spot quotations for sweet have been 
further advanced to $2.60 to $2.65. 

Peppermint is higher and decidedly firm under the influences 
noted in previous reports, and spot quotations show an advance 
of 15c per pound, to $2.90 to $3, with the tendency of values still 
upward. According to recent advices from the West, large sales 
of new crop for forward delivery have been made, and up to the 
inside spot price is reported paid. This is believed to indicate, 
beyond a doubt, that values will be higher, especially when it is 
considered that the bulk of the new crop, most of which is not 
yet distilled, has been already contracted for by dealers, a condi- 
tion not heretofore known in this particular commodity. 

Rose oil is again stronger, owing to a practical confirmation 
of previous reports of a material shortage in this year’s crop. 
Recent advices are to the effect that the output will be fully one- 
third less than last year’s. There have been several sharp ad- 
vances during the past two weeks, aggregating $2.25 per ounce, 
and leading brands of the small spot supply are held at $10.25 
to $10.50. 

Safrol is slightly easier in sympathy with crude material, and 
manufacturers have reduced prices to 35 to 37c as to quantity. 

Spearmint oil is held with increased firmness, owing to re- 
duced available supplies, and the general quotation has been 
advanced to $3.25, although some ask up to $3.50 for small 
parcels. 


Seeds 


Angelica seed is firmer owing to scarcity, and the quotation 
is advanced to 4oc with sales. 

Bleached coriander seed is in reduced supply and firmer, with 
quotations advanced to 534 to 6c. 

Celery seed is again lower, with fairly liberal sales at 12, 
but the outlook is considered favorable to early improvement, 
as primary markets show a firmer undertone, and the closing 
quotation was 12%4c. 

Dutch caraway seed is again easier with a further fractional 
reduction in quotations, the revised range being 5 to 5'%c. 

Italian fennel seed is higher, both here and abroad, and spot 
quotations have been advanced to 8 to 8%c. 

Larkspur seed is in rather better supply, and the market is 
easier with quotations reduced to 80 to goc. 
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Poppy seed is in materially reduced supply and the market 
is firmer with quotations advanced to 8% to 9c as to grade, 
prime Dutch being held at the outside figure. 

Quince seed is easier with the better descriptions reduced to 
8oc, while inferior grades are available at 7oc. 

Star anise seed is moving only in a slow routine way and 
the market is slightly easier with dealers quoting 1634 to 17%c 
as to quantity. 


Heavy Chemicals 


Chrome alum is slightly easier with prices a fraction lower, 
and quotations show a decline to 4% to 4%c, the inside figure 
for goods ex-dock. 

First sorts potash is in reduced supply and firmer, with quo- 
tations advanced to 6% to 6%c. 

Nitrate of soda is again firmer owing to stronger primary 
markets and speculative influences in Europe, and quotations 
have been further advanced to $2.22% to $2.25 for 96 percent. 
and $2.20 to $2.22%4 for 95 percent. 

Nitrite of soda is firmer on account of extreme scarcity, and 
dealers have advanced quotations to 7% to 8c, but little stock 
is available. 

Permanganate of potash is a shade easier, with prices show- 
ing a-fractional decline, and the revised range is 9% to 9c, as 
to quantity. 

Tin bichloride has followed in the wake of other tin prepara- 
tions, and manufacturers have reduced prices to the basis of 
12c for 50 degrees. 

Tin crystals also are lower under the same influence and the 
revised quotations are 26% to 29c, according to style of package, 
the lower figure for barrels. 

Tin oxide is lower owing to weaker markets for the basic 
metal, and manufacturers have reduced prices to 45 to 47c as to 
quantity. 

Zine dust is higher owing to increased cost of transportation 
due to drought in the producing country, which has necessitated 
shipping by rail instead of by water, and quotations for prime 
heavy have been marked up to 7% to 7c.

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Herman A. Metz Receives Honorary Degree 
NION COLLEGE, of Schenectady, recently conferred the 
degree of Doctor of Science upon Herman A. Metz. Dr. 

Metz was born in New York, October 19, 1867, and received his 
early education in the public schools of this city, finishing later at 
the Newark High School. He began his business life at the age 
of fourteen as office boy with the firm of P. Schulze-Berge, 
which later became Victor Koechl & Co. .While employed Dr. 
Metz studied chemistry at Cooper Union, and was graduated 
with high honors. His application and efficiency earned for 
him promotion to laboratory assistant, then to chemist, city 
salesman, traveling salesman, organizer and manager of

branches in Boston and Chicago. When only twenty-seven 


years of age Dr. Metz was made vice-president of the con- 
cern, and six years later became president and virtually ownet. 
In 1903 the firm of Herman A. Metz & Co. was organized to 
take over the chemical and dye stuff branch of Victor Koechl 
& Co.; the Consolidated Color and Chemical Company was also 
organized at this time. Of both of these companies, as well 
as of many others, Dr. Metz is president. Dr. Metz was for- 
merly comptroller of the city of New York. He is also di- 
rector of the Guardian Trust Company and the Germania Sav- 
ings Bank of Brooklyn, and is president of the Stoneville Com- 
pany, which owns the real estate and water rights and the vil- 
lage of Stoneville, in the town of Auburn, Mass. He is, as 
well, sole owner of the Ettrick Mills, manufacturers of car- 
pets and rugs, located at Stoneville. Dr. Metz is also captain 
and commissary Fourteenth Regiment National Guard of the 
State of New York, and only recently performed a tour of 
duty with the manceuvre division of the United States army in 
Texas. Our readers will recall his paper on the Role of the 
Dyestuffs in Medicine, printed in the AmEricAN Drucorst for 
March 12, I19Q1T. 

Dr. Metz was one of the founders of the Kings County 
Democratic Club, and has been president of it since 1903. He 
is vice-president of the Brooklyn Democratic Club and a trus- 
tee of the Reform Club and of the National Democratic Club. 
He was a delegate to the national democratic convention at 
Indianapolis in 1896 and in 1904 to the convention in St. Louis. 
In 1905 he was elected comptroller of the city of New York, 
and his term of office was marked by the introduction of many 
reforms in the conduct of the financial affairs of the city.

Drug Club of New York, the Electro-Chemical Society, the 
Brooklyn League, the Deutscher Chemiker Verein of Dresden, 
Germany, and the Society of Chemical Industry of London. 
Dr. Metz has also served as a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation of Greater New York, is a trustee of Adelphi College 
and the Brooklyn Academy of Music.
